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Bundle Hankerchiefs and 
Printed Cottons

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Cotton printed handkerchief made in England. 
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Said to have been a “Salem in- 
novation,” the so-called “bundle 
handkerchiefs” are in the same cate- 
gory as the patch or commemorative 
handkerchiefs. As the name im- 
plies, bundle handkerchiefs were 
made to hold one’s bundles which 
were placed in the center of a colored 
cotton square, and the four corners 
drawn and knotted together, form- 
ing a handle. Bundle handkerchiefs 
were available in all local shops for 
a mere pittance and every 17th cen- 
tury home had its quota of these 
handy “carry-alls.” 

In the book entitled “A Half Cen- 
tury in Salem” published in 1887, 
the author Mrs. M.C.D._ Silsbee, 
called the bundle handkerchief a 
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By AMELIA E. RAWDING 


“Salem Invention.” She stated that, 
“like umbrellas, they were often bor- 
rowed and never returned.” Ap- 
parently, Mrs. Silsbee, who had one 
in her possession for 23 years, lent 
it to a friend who failed to re- 
turn it! 

References to bundle handker- 
chiefs and to printed patch or cotton 
kerchiefs are frequently found in 
early wills and testaments, as well 
as in lists of household goods while 
a perusal of old trade catalogs and 
catalogs of exhibitions and world 
fairs will often disclose the names 
of printers of textiles. The judges 
at the Philadelphia Exposition of 
1847, and the Massachusetts Charit- 
able Mechanics Association of Bos-

ton,. were very indulgent towards. 


the cotton industry in their praises 
of the quality of American printed 
cottons, making mention of the exist- 
ing problematical competition from 
abroad, a rather unique manner of 
advertising for the manufacturers!! 

Printed patch handkerchiefs of 
cotton represented general “topics 
of the day” as well as portrayals of 
important personages. Some early 
kerchiefs were printed in tones of 
beige and brown quite effectively, 
with attractive flower and fruit bor- 
ders, truly in keeping with simpli-

city. The earliest pictures printed 
on kerchiefs seem to have centered 
on George Washington and the Re- 
volutionary War, and one of the 
most attractive Washington ker- 
chiefs shows the bust of the Presi- 
dent surrounded by medallions and 
portraits of Adams, Franklin, Lin- 
coln and General Green. The Dec- 
laration of Independence proved 
another popular topic printed ‘on 
kerchiefs as did the War of 1812. 
Another rare kerchief printed in Lon- 
don by Talwin and Foster, depicted 
Washington on horseback with Con- 
tinental Troops in the background 
and there were several medallions 
picturing prominent figures includ- 
ing the renowned Governor Morris. 
It is quite amusing to note the num- 
ber of prints made around 1783 de- 
picting the ascension of the first 



















gas balloon! Inscriptions on ker- 
chiefs consisted of popular mottoes 
which appeared elsewhere in print 
and besides cotton, silk was often 
used for souvenir and commemora- 
tive kerchiefs. 

Introduced to the public sometime 
during the early 1700s, colored cot- 
ton prints have continued in popu- 
larity often surpassing the demands 
for silks, satins, velvets and linens. 
Although there were several estab- 
lishments engaged in printing cottons 
ix this country prior to the Revolu- 
tion, most of America’s printed 
goods at that time were imported 
principally from India and England, 
and a few additional European cen- 
ters. 

Early printed cotton was labelled 
“toiles peinte,” “Indiennes,” “sura- 
tes,’ and “parnas,” these names 
emanating from the area in which 
the materials were printed. The 
very first finished piece of colored 
printed cotton is said to have come 
from the presses of the Oberkampf 
factory on May 1, 1760, yet pattern 
books for cotton prints did not ap- 
pear much before 1786. 

The names of certain cotton print 
manufacturers are sometimes found 
on the selvage edges of kerchiefs, 
an excellent means of identification. 
In this country, mention might be 
made of George Leason, ca. 1812, of 
Boston: Thomas Webber, same date, 
also of Boston, and Francis Gray 
who advertised his goods via Boston 
newspapers around the mid-18th 
century. John Hewson of Philadel- 
phia in 1774, made some excellent 
prints as did the firm of Addington 
of New Jersey, and the Messrs. Fre- 
derick Bauer & Co., of Louisville, 
Ky., who besides their name, added 
the words “Entirely American Manu- 
facture and Warrerted Fast Colours” 
on some of their silk lithographed 
prints. There were many more

Pinza in 
“Art Songs” 


By “AIDA FAVIA-ARTSAY 


A facet of Pinza’s accomplished 
art was his keen understanding of 
the old Italian so-called “Art Song.” 
This seemingly simple but in reality 
very demanding form of Musica An- 
tica had, in the great basso, an in- 
terpreter of far above ordinary mer- 
it. In 1940, he chose to record for 
Victor a set of songs by the old 
masters, which RCA has now released 
on Long Play:

Without exception, all these piec- 
es are sung with utmost mastery 
and beauty. Pinza’s voice is of ‘cello- 
like mellowness throughout (even 
though he was 48 at the time); and 
his interpretations, while flawless- 
ly in keeping with the style, are in- 
fused with intimate warmth and not 
the stifling formality that is so often 
erroneously associated with ancient 
music, The recording, good to be- 
gin with, did not undergo any need- 
less tampering, and the pitch, too, 
was reproduced exactly as recorded. 

The songs are among the most 
beautiful the seventeenth and eigh- 
teenth centuries had to offer, and 
their texts are a delight of old-fash- 
ioned sentimentality. To begin with 
Side 1 - while Sarti’s “Lungi dal 
Caro Bene” is another way of con- 
firming the old adage about absence 
making the heart grow fonder, Buo- 
noncini’s “Pupille Nere” glorifies the 
irresistible charm of a fair maiden’s 
dark eyes. Alessandro Scarlatti’s 
“Chi Vuole Innamorarsi,”’ on the 
other hand, sounds a warning that 
love’s path is not always strewn 
with roses. 

From one of the numerous for- 
gotten operas, Legrenzi’s “Eteocle e 
Polinice,” the flowing arietta Che 
fiero costume voices resentment 
against Cupid. With florid eloquence, 
he is depicted as a winged little ty- 
rant who expects to be liked for 
making trouble. 

In “Caro Mio Ben” by Giordani, 
a wooing swain exhorts his belle to 
relent and cease the rigorous treat- 
ment. Another gallant youth—in Fal- 
conieri’s “OQ  Bellissimi Capelli”— 
goes ecstatic over some charmer’s 
lovely hair: “Ringlets that fall 
amidst the roses of dewy cheeks.” 
How romantic were our ancestors! 
Now, feelings such as these would 
be expressed in a much more suc- 
cinct and direct manner—something 
like this: “You’re the coolest, chick!” 
Or, better still: ‘Man, you’re the 
most! Crazy!” 

But to get back to the days “when 
knighthood was in flower” and to 
Side 2 of cAL-589. A more persua- 
sive declaration than that in Torel- 
lis “Tu Lo Sai,” and a more glo- 
rious rendition of its musical phras- 
es than Pinta’s just could not be 
imagined. The sheer beauty of his 
voice and its sensitive, intelligent ap- 
plication, arouse a deep admiration 
for such superb all-around artistry. 
Another non-operatic selection, Ca- 
valli’s “Donzelle, Fuggite,” advises 
all “damsels, curvaceous beauties” to 
flee love’s darts before it is too late. 

Like Legrenzi’s composition, the 
remaining four selections are from 
operas now buried under the sands 
of time. Paisiello’s Nel cor piu non 
mt sento, from “La Molinara,” is 
a protest against love’s torments 
(they sure needed “advice to the 
lovelorn” in those days). 

The Oblivion soave, from Monte- 
verdi’s “L’Incoronazione di Poppea,” 
is a serious piece, and one which af- 
fords Pinza a rarely encountered op- 
portunity to display his uncommon 
skill at floating a firm, very long-

sustained tone. A lament in the tru- 
est sense of the word, Lasciatemi mo- 
rire from “Arianna” by the same 
composer, repeats over and over: 
“Let me die.” It isn’t quite clear 
what the “great suffering” here is 
all about, but ten to one Cupid had 
his finger in this pie too. 

For the closing, a message of con- 
tented love at last, in Handel’s ul- 
tra-puristic Alma mia, from his 
“Floridante.” 


TAP RELEASES 


Recently, as the saying goes, you 
could have knocked me down with a 
feather when one of the staunchest 
devotees of the 78 r.p.m. disc can- 
didly expressed his interest in Long 
Play records. This surprising dis- 
closure came about when I showed 
this esteemed member of our frater- 
nity some TAP issues and he said 
that he already had them. Nothing 
strange, of course, about acquiring 
copies in the absence of the orig- 
inals; this practice is quite wide- 
spread now. But to have a man, who 
obviously disapproved of my initial 
contact with the 33 r.p.m. speed, 
actually admit a liking for LP’s, 
was indeed cause for wonderment, 

There can no longer be any doubt 
that even purists of the old disc have 
finally succumbed to the new trend. 
In saying this, I specifically have 
in mind the extremists who would 
not touch the re-recordings with a 
ten-foot pole when they first came 
out. At long last, the majority has 
apparently conceded that a good dub- 
bing is better than no recording at 
all—at least until the real thing is 
acquired. 

With their generous contents of 
excellent material, TAP records have 
firmly established themselves among 
collectors. In the listing which fol- 
lows, the six new TAP Long Play 
discs are, as usual, each a miniature 
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collection of twenty selections by fa- 
mous singers of the past:

As it may readily be seen, “Twen- 
ty Wagnerian Singers” presents 
much wonderful material, as well as 
the two “Wagnerians,” Melba and 
Battistini. And among the twenty 
great Mozart singers, we find those 
who may be rightfully called that, 
but also some who hardly belong in 
the category, like Galvany for ex- 
ample. 

The Meyerbeer disc consists of 
very fine recordings by famed ar- 
tists, and an array of stars glit- 
ters in a mixed repertoire in Oscar 
Hammerstein’s operatic constellation. 

Dual efforts of renowned artists 
contribute to the appeal of “Twenty 
Great Duets; while T320 is rendered 
desirable by the presence of Rus- 
sian celebrities, outstanding to a 
greater or lesser degree. Incidental- 
ly, the Polish basso Didur here sings 
Prince Gremin’s Aria, NOT “Prince 
Gremlin’s (that gremlin at work

LETTERS ABOUT NORDICA 
From R. B. Stone 


Schenectady, 
July 20, 1969 


Dear Mrs. Favia-Artsay: 

Some months ago one of your corres- 
pondents in HOBBIES claimed to have 
heard Lillian Nordica when her voice 
Was on the decline. It is my contention 
that Nordica’s voice suffered little or no 
deterioration in her later years (she died 
at 55), thanks to the epic character of 
the voice itself—the greatest dramatic 
soprano since Lilli Lehmann, in my esti- 
mation—and to her excellent vocal 
method. 

I think I can produce some fairly con- 
clusive evidence for my opinion. Take 
the year 1911, when at the age of 52 she 
made her last Columbia records. I have 
in my ang ergy three Columbia re- 
leases for year: ‘“‘Annie Laurie”’ 
(30653), "Mandoline” (30657), and the 
Polonaise from ‘Mignon’ (30661), plus 
the test pressing of Brunnhilde’s Battle 
Cry from “Die Walkure,’’ which our 
mutual friend Bill Seltsam (IRCC) has 
rescued for posterity. The last two se- 
lections in particular would certainly 
= up any vocal deficiency, did any 
exist. 

That same year, 1911, Nordica sang 
in a Wagner concert at Carnegie Hall 
with Walter Damrosch’s Orchestra and, 
according to Oscar Thompson, “revealed 
convincing vocal stamina.’’ On that same 
performance ‘“‘The New York Sun” com- 
mented: ‘‘The Love-Death seems yearly 
to grow more full and beautiful in 
Nordica’s voice.’’ 

During the 1912-13 season at the Chi- 
cago Opera, Nordica appeared several 
times as a guest in the role of Isolde 
which, according to Chicago critic Ed- 
ward C. Moore, “‘she sang like a soprano 
angel.’’ (And angels’ proverbial ageless- 
ness extends, presumably, to their vocal 
cords.) 

I submit that this leaves very little 
time for any vocal deterioration on Nor- 
dica’s part, between her performances 
of Isolde and the tour of the East Indies 
in 1914 on which she died so very 
tragically. 

I wish to express my appreciation of 
your department in HOBBIES; as a

month seldom goes by when I do not 
find in it additional material for the 
eight bulging looseleaf notebooks which 
comprise the documentation (autobiog- 
raphical sketch, Met roles if any, pic- 
tures, criticisms, etc.) on the 137 singers 


who form the inner circle of my record 
collection. (That the number is 137, 
rather than 130 or 140, demonstrates how 
selective it is.)

Dear Mrs. Artsay: 

I do hope you have recovered and are 
able to sit up and take an interest in 
your splendid department in HOBBIES. 

Iam glad that you found my remarks 
on Nordica interesting. I am myself an 
old Maine boy; when I was much young- 
er, our family’s nose-and-throat prac- 
titioner was Dr. Charles Eliakim Norton, 
a cousin of Lillian; he was fortunately 
quite talkative, so I was the recipient 
of quite a bit of Nordica gossip. 

I also knew the mother of Frank Hold- 
ing, the young violinist who was Nor- 
dica’s assisting artist and who died so 
tragically young. She used to loan me 
boys’ books which had been his. 

I believe that three of Nordica’s rec- 
ords are especially valuable in assessing 
her greatness. First: of course, the 
phenomenal piece of vocalizing from 
Erkel’s ‘‘Hunyadi Laszlo’ - an odd piece, 
more like the slow movement of a violin 
ezardas than anything for the human 
voice. And that amazing trill on C and 
D-flat! Second: the Suicidio from ‘La 
Gioconda,’’ which despite its muffled 
quality cannot disguise the thrilling qual- 
ity of her upper voice—especially the 
lusty A, and the triumphant soaring up 
to the B natural towards the end. And 
third: her Polonaise from ‘Mignon."’ 
This may not be treated as floridly as 
by the more frankly coloratura sopranos; 
but imagine any of the other great 
dramatic sopranos since Lilli Lehmann 
even attempting it! 

This letter is longer than I intended 
—once on my hobby-horse, it is liable 
to take me almost any distance.

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THE BANJO STORY 
By ARTHUR H. SANDERS 


The five-string banjo, America’s 
only native instrument, has slowly 
staged a comeback during the last 
few years, not only in college clubs, 
but also in many recent recordings. 
There was a time when it was con- 
sidered the aristrocrat of all string 
instruments, putting the ukelele, the 
mandolin and the guitar to shame. 

Fred Van Eps is considered to be 
the greatest living banjoist. He made 
cylinder records as early as 1897 with 

e elder Frank Banta playing piano 
accompaniment. The Van Eps trio 
was organized ‘at the height of the 
dance craze of 1912 to make dance 
platters’ and continued active until 
about 1917, 

The five-string banjo should not be 
confused with the so-called banjos 
having four steel strings and played 
with a pick, which were ithe by-prod- 
ucts of the dance craze of the 1910’s. 
Years ago, people loved the banjo. 
They played it in the fields, in cabin 
doorways and they sang with the ban- 
jo. They played it softly and sweet- 
ly. They didn’t bang the music out 
as is done in hill-billy bands. This 
may account for the reason so many 
people today do not like the banjo— 
they have never heard it as it should 
be played. 

There are banjoists who play the 


. five-string banjo with a pick. Eddie 


Peabody is a well known virtuoso of 
the plectrum style, as it is known in 
this form. It is much easier to play 
in this manner as mistakes do not 
show up, and lots of volume and 
showmanship are ible. 'The mel- 
ody is played in chords and all five 
strings are strummed, 

The banjo was invented by two 
brothers, Ben and Joe Sweeney of 
South Carolina iabout 1820 and for 
many years afterward it was known 
as a “Ben ’n Joe.” The brothers were 
wandering minstrels: traveling from 
town to town singing and dancing on 
street corners and country fairs. At 
first they used guitars, but soon dis- 
covered they needed am instrument 
with @ louder sound to serve as ac- 
companiment in the open air. After 
long experiment, they devised a meth- 
od of attaching a long wooden, neck, 
with cat-gut strings to a cheese box 
rim, over which was stretched a coon 
skin—dried until it was tight as a 
drum. When the strings, passing over 
a bridge in the center of this drum, 
were plucked the sound could be 
heard quite well. Their ‘original in- 
vention had six strings, but they soon 
re-strung it with five. The fifth string 
is shorter ‘and as the hum 
string. In time the cumbersome name 
“Ben ’n Joe,” was shortened to 
“Banjo.” 

The banjo won quick ueeieatty 
both in this country and abroad. 
til Civil War days, there was mt ol 
a southern song or bit of history 
written that did not mention the banjo 
in some way. Stephen Foster’s great 
folk songs were written for banjo

During the closing years of the 
1940’s and for a little while after- 
ward, clients of the Erie County De- 
partment of Social Welfare in Buffa- 
lo, N. Y., were served by a case work- 
er in her late fifties or early six- 
ties, who had a charming smile and 
a cultured, soft, sweet voice. The 
men and women on relief knew the 
case worker as Mrs. Wheeler, and 
there was sorrow when she died on 
January 26, 1951, of a coronary 
thrombosis that followed prolonged 
suffering from phlebitis. 

Probably few of the welfare re- 
cipients, and perhaps not all of Mrs. 
Wheeler’s fellow workers, knew that 
80 years before she had been a star 
of the American stage, and had 
sung, danced and made records un- 
der the name of Marguerite E. Far- 
rell. Yet it was true. Marguerite 
Wheeler had lived in Buffalo for 25 
years, after giving up her theatrical 
career to marry Leroy M. Wheeler. 
She became the mother of a daugh- 
ter who grew up and at the time of 
her mother’s death was Mrs. Bar- 
bara Hutter of 151 Allen St., Buf- 
falo, which was also Mrs. Wheeler’s 
address. Following the death of her 
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husband, she had obtained a posi- 
tion with the welfare department 
and had worked there four years 
when she succumbed to her fatal ill- 
ness. The only survivor mentioned 
besides her daughter in an obituary 
notice was a sister, Mrs. Marie Far- 
rell Schmidt.

II. From Various Sources 
I first learned of the death of 
Marguerite Farrell, whose records I 
had for many years admired, from a 
brief notice in Variety: 

Marguerite Farrell Wheeler, 62, re- 
tired actress, died of a _ heart ail- 
ment in Buffalo, N. Y., January 26. 
Known professionally as Marguerite 
Farrell, she appeared in vaude part- 
nered with Clara Inge in a comedy 
singing act and later as a single. She 
retired after her marriage. ... 

Prior to vaude engagements, Miss 
Farrell had appeared in Shakespear- 
ean repertory and in several musicals 
on Broadway, including the late Lew 
Fields’ production of “Step This 
Way.’’. Her last appearance was _ in 
the 1920’s in the musical, “Up She

Soon afterward, I wrote to the 
Erie County Department of Social 
Welfare, expressing my regret at 
Mrs. Wheeler’s passing and asking 
for any available information con- 
cerning her. On February 14, 1951, 
Miss Frances M, Culliton, the gen- 
eral case work consultant, replied: 

Dear Mr. Walsh: Thank you for 

your letter of February 12, 1951, in 

relation to our esteemed employee, Mrs. 

Marguerite Farrell Wheeler, who was 

taken from us by death recently. 

We are referring your letter with 

its request for further information 
about Mrs. Wheeler to her daughter, 

Mrs. Barbara Hutter. . . We_ know 

that she will be pleased to read your 

tribute to her mother. 

I did not hear from Mrs. Hutter, 
but I did obtain a copy of Mrs. 
Wheeler’s death certificate, which re- 
vealed, in addition to information al- 
ready set down, that she was born 
in Providence, R. I., on September 
16, 1888, had lived in Buffalo 25 
years and was 62 years, four months 
and 10 days of age when she died. 

The certificate also reveals her 
father was Joseph Farrell and her 
mother’s maiden name was Eliza- 
beth Wagner. Thus the comedienne 
obviously was a mixture of Irish 
and German, but I think that any- 
one who observes the blarney in her 
charming photographs will agree the 
Celtic element predominated. 
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III. Columbia Records 


As far as I can learn, Miss Far- 
rell, during her too brief recording 
career, sang for only three leading 
phonograph companies of that day. 
The career may be divided into two 
parts - 1916-17, when she sang for Co- 
lumbia and Victor and 1921-22, when 
her name appeared in the Edison 
lists. She may have had a joint con- 
tract with Columbia and Victor, but 
that would have been unusual, Vic- 
tor and Edison quite often signed 
artists to a joint agreement, but Co- 
lumbia usually “went it alone.” 

Her first Columbia record A1920, 

appeared in March, 1916, several 
months ahead of her initial Victor 
offering. The supplement editor said: 
“Don’t omit hearing Marguerite 
Farrell sing the Irish coupling, 
‘Along the Rocky Road To Dublin,’ 
and ‘He’s the Son of an Irishman.’ 
There is real music here.” It is 
amusing to note the statement on 
the same page that “One of the 
most beautiful. songs of the day, in 
any field of music, is Van Alstyne’s 
‘Memories,’ sung by Henry Burr. 
This is coupled with ‘My Mother’s 
Rosary,’ a combination of unusual 
beauty.” The amusing thing is that 
the record was actually issued un- 
der. Burr’s real name of Harry 
McClaskey. Thus the catalog editor 
unintentionally gave away the fair- 
ly well: kept secret that Burr and 
McClaskey were the same man. Al- 
though he praised several of the 
month’s records, the editor was short- 
sighted enough to omit comment on 
one of 1916’s biggest hits, “Are You 
From Dixie?” sung by the Peerless 
Quartet. 
_ “Along the Rocky Road to Dub- 
lin” was prettily sung, with a capti- 
vating touch of brogue, but it was 
only a modest seller, which suffered 
by comparison with the Victor and 
Edison records by the American 
Quartet. The number was _ better 
suited to a rousing male voice inter- 
pretation. 

Miss Farrell’s next appearancé 
was in May with A1962, “When 
Priscilla Tries to Reach High C” and 
“At the Fountain of Youth’ — the 
latter a song in which the veteran 
comedian, Dan W. Quinn, who hadn’t 
made a record for years, had. just 
essayed a Victor comeback. The edi- 
tor said: “Marguerite Farrell, as 
brightly humorous as ever, will raise 
many a laugh in Von Tilzer’s color- 
atura-parody, ‘When Priscilla Tries 
to Reach High C.’” In June she had 
another coupling, A1981, “Now’s the 
Time (the Great Leap Year Song)” 
and “Arrah Go On, I’m Gonna Go 
Back To Oregon.” 

July brought No. A2006, on which 
the soprano sang a Harry Von Til- 
zer song, “Pretty Please,” coupled 
with “Are You Prepared for the 
Summer?” by Arthur Fields, 


In August, Miss Farrell again 


shared one side of a double-faced 
Columbia disc, No. A2020. She ‘sang 
“She Always Did the Minuet,”. while 
on the opposite side the Sterling 
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Trio was heard in “Do What Your 
Mother Did.” (Did “Mother” also do 
the Minuet?) The supplement re- 
marked: “Marguerite Farrell is very 
delightful in the quaint little song.” 

The comedienne’s September offer- 
ing was perhaps her biggest record 
hit, a song she also sang for Victor, 
“rf I Knock the ‘L’ Out of Kelly.” 
it was combined with Irving Kauf- 
man’s first Columbia record, “The 
Greatest Battle Song of All (Here 
Comes the Bride)” on A2040. Said 
the supplement: “Coupled with Kauf- 
man’s first record is the hit from 
Lew Fields’ ‘Step This Way,’ ‘If 
I Knock the ‘L’ Out of Kelly,’ sung 
by .the popular maker of this hit 
in the show, Marguerite Farrell. It’s 
as good as the show itself to listen 
to Miss Farrell in this joyous song.” 
The lyric asserted: “When you knock 
the ‘L’ out of Kelly, you knock the 
‘L’ out of me.” 

Miss Farrell’s first duet record 
came out in October, with no fan- 
fare. It was No. A2063, “This Great 
Big World Owes Me a Living,” in 
which she was joined by the pop- 
ular tenor, M. J. O’Connell. The 
other side was “I’m Gonna Make 
Hay While the Sun Shines in Virgi- 
nia,” sung by Gladys Wilbur, whom 
I suspect of being Anna Chandler. 
O’Connell was the only duet part- 
ner of her recording career. | 

In November, Miss Farrell was 
represented by another song with 
which she was peculiarly identified, 
“Come On and Baby Me.” The rec- 
ord was A2082. On the reverse side, 
Grace Nash (Grace Kerns) and 
O’Connell sang “Love is Just a Lot- 
tery.” On A2088, Marguerite was 
again teamed with O’Connell singing 
this time “You Were Just Made 
to Order for Me.” The opposite side 
had the noted song writer, Henry I. 
Marshall, interpreting his own com- 
position, “Somewhere There’s a Lit- 
tle Cottage Standing.” 

And then, abruptly, after only a 
six-month span, from March to No- 
vember, the output of Columbia rec- 
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ords by Marguerite Farrell ended. 
Just why is puzzling, since she ob- 
viously was becoming popular. Per- 
haps, instead of having a joint Vic- 
tor-Columbia agreement, as I have 
speculated, she quit Columbia to 
sign an exclusive Victor pact. 


IV. Victor Recordings 


The Columbia supplements told 
nothing about Marguerite Farrell 
herself, but the Victors were more 
informative. The comedienne’s first 
Victor coupling appeared in Septem- 
ber, 1916, and the catalog descrip- 
tion was accompanied by a fetching 
photograph of her in her “Come On 
And Baby Me,” pose which revealed 
that, unlike most women recording 
artists of that now remote time, she 
not only had a pretty face but a 
lovely figure. = 

The record was 18105, combining 
“If I Knock the ‘L’ Out of Kelly,” 
and “By the Sad Luana Shore,” 
both of which she sang with the 
assistance of a male chorus—prob- 
ably the Orpheus Quartet. Here is 
what Catalog Editor, Sam Rous 
said. 

Miss Farrell, the Victor’s latest ac- 
quisition from the field of musical 
comedy, has scored a great success 
with the Lew Fields production of 
‘Step This Way,’ a revised edition of 
‘The Girl Behind the Counter,’ which 
had a very successful run some years 
ago. This popular comedienne has 
had a varied career in vaudeville, 
light opera and grand opera—and now 
has found a new field for her talents 
in Victor Records. . . These two wide- 
ly different numbers are well calcu- 
one to display Miss Farrell’s versa- 
tility. 


Having made an auspicious start 
with her biggest hit, “Keily,” Miss 
Farrell was back in October, with 
18131, “Since Maggie Dooley Learned 
the Hooley-Hooley,” and “Come On 
and Baby Me”: 

Miss Farrell’s September records 
made a big hit with our customers 
and this popular comedienne has ac- 
quired many thousands of new friends 
among those who had never had an 
opportunity of hearing her in person.

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The singer's October selections are 
quite entertaining, as are all the 
songs she chooses. “Maggie Dooley” 
is an instructive tale about an Irish 
maiden who went to the Hawaiian 
Islands and acquired some highly 
dangerous knowledge, with disastrous 
results to her native village. The 
second is about a fair maiden who 
wanted to be ‘babyed,’ and when Miss 
Farrell sings this in public and plaint- 
ively says, in the direction of the 
audience, ‘Come and baby me,’ she 
may find it wise to provide a screen 
to prevent the rush! 


The most interesting reference to 
Marguerite Farrell appeared in the 
Victor supplement for November, 
1916, when record No. 18135 was 
issued. It contains two Harry Von 
Tilzer songs (probably a majority 
of the numbers Miss Farrell used 
were written by Von Tilzer), “You’ve 
Eyes, and “Sweet Babette (She Al- 
Got Me Going With Your Irish 
ways Did the Minuet),” which she 
had already made for Columbia: 


The career of Miss Farrell is an 
interesting one, showing what pluck 
and determination will do for a young 
girl who is ambitious. When she de- 
cided on a theatrical career she de- 
termined to learn the business thor- 
oughly, and began at the bottom—by 
having her feet educated! After a 
course in dancing she secured some 
stage experience with “Rogers Broth- 
ers in Ireland,’”’ followed by a season 
in vaudeville with the ‘Four College 
Girls.’’ This showed her the need of 
voice culture and she spent six months 
with a vocal teacher, after which she 
offered her services to Oscar Ham- 
merstein and was engaged. However, 
28 grand operas in one season seemed 
pretty hard work, and the young lady 
then tried comic opera.

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MARGUERITE FARRELL, appropriately 
costumed, singing “She Always Did the 
Minuet.” 
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Engagements with “Miss Princess,’’ 
“American Maid” and with Lillian 
Russell gave her a reputation which 
resulted in a vaudeville engagement 
on the “Big Time.” When Lew Fields 
saw Miss Farrell’s performance in 
Chicago he told her she must be in 
his next production. In ‘Step This 
Way” she has made a great success 
and her singing and dancing are one 
of the features of the production. For 
the November list Miss Farrell has 
given another of the Irish songs she 
does so well, and a new Von Tilzer 
number which looks like a big hit. 


This seems a suitable place to dis- 
course briefly on Marguerite Far- 
rell’s singing voice and style. The 
voice was a dainty, clear, high, flute- 
like soprano with a sweetness which 
reflects a roguish quality that peeps 
out of her charming photographs. 

The most surprising thing about 
her singing is a culture and culti- 
vation which the listener does not 
ordinarily expect to find in the voice 
production of an interpreter of 
comic songs. I suspect that most of 
her girlhood was spent in New Eng- 
land, for she is addicted to the use 
of the broad “A”—invariably saying 
“ahnswer” for “answer,” to give one 
example—even occasionally when it 
is out of character. The overall ef- 
fect is what an older generation 
would call lady-like and the 
listener feels she was completely 
feminine. No doubt her experience 
in light and grand opera intensified 
the refined quality, but it must have 
been there to begin with. On her 
Victor and Columbia records the 
words are not always clear, but 
there is never any doubt as to even 
a syllable on the crystal-clear Edi- 
sons, which have yet to be discussed. 

Miss Farrell’s next Victor record 
came out in February, 1917. It was 
No. 18213, and she sang “Naughty! 
Naughty! Naughty!” a catchy ditty 
from the Winter Garden “Show cf 
Wonders.” It had the good fortune 
to be coupled with “When You Hear 
Jackson Moan on His Saxophone,” 
by Billy Murray, the king of pop- 
ular record makers 40 years or more 
ago. As the catalog editor said: ‘Al- 
though ostensibly singing to her 
child, there are a “good many men 
who would like to be chided the way 
Marguerite Farrell chides in “Naugh- 
ty! Naughty! Naughty!’” 

There was a long interval before 
Miss Farrell’s next Victor record 
appeared. It was also her last. In 
October she occupied both sides of 
18346. Here is what the editor said: 

A most engaging Irish brogue is a 

prized possession of Marguerite Far- 
rell. She uses it to good advantage in 

“Says I To Myself, Says I,” a lilting 

account of a little love episode, words 
by Eddie Moran and music by Harry 

Von Tilzer. . . ‘‘Wonderful Girl, Good 

Night” is by Garfield Kilgour and 

Harry Von Tilzer, which tells tales 

out of school, for it is a love letter 

read aloud. 

One can only speculate on why 
Marguerite Farrell’s Victor record- 
ing career ended at this point, after 
@ little more than a year, just as 
her Columbia activities had occu- 
pied an even shorter period, Prob- 
ably the most likely reason is that 
the United States had entered World 
War I, and there was little demand 


for anything but so-called “patrio- 
tic songs,” which were best sung 
by men. Victor also devoted much of 
its factory to war production with 
an inevitable decrease in the num- 
ber of records turned out. A num- 
ber of seemingly well established ar- 
tists were dropped from the Victor 
rolls during this period. 


V. Singing For Edison 
The name of Marguerite Farrell 
did not appear on records again for 
another four years, when she was 
signed to make Edison Diamond 
Discs, some of which were also 
dubbed as Blue Amberols. The Edi- 
son Amberola Monthly for October, 
1921, contained her photograph. 
There was also a biographical sketch 
called “The Girl on the Cover,” which 
reads as if it were rewritten from 
the one in the November, 1916, Vic- 
tor supplement, and contains the 
same information. However, the first 
and last paragraphs may be quoted: 
As a singing comedienne, Miss Mar- 
guerite E. Farrell, whose picture adorns 
the cover of the present number of the 
Amberola Monthly, has had an unus- 
ually rapid rise in the theatrical world. . 
At present, Miss Farrell is under 
contract with the Shuberts. Her two 
numbers on the Amberola, ‘‘Arrah Go 
*‘Long with You (Do You See Any 
Green in Me Eye?’’) No. 4338, and “To 
the Strains of that Wedding March,’’ 
No. 4280, are first rate examples of 
humorous character songs given with 
faultless delivery. 


One other of Miss Farrell’s Dia- 
mond Discs was transferred to a 
cylinder—“Yo-Lay-Ee-Oo,” which be- 
came Blue Amberol No. 4408. 

The comedienne’s first Edison disc 
was announced in the spring of 
1921. It was “To the Strains of that 
Wedding March (It’s a Long, Long 
Walk),” coupled with “I Want to 
be the Leader of the Band,” joyfully 
sung by the Harmonizers, masquer- 
ading as the Premier Quartet. I 
wonder why either Miss Farrell or 
the Edison recording staff chose a 
song that was more than ten years 
old for her initial offering. As sung 
by Billy Murray, it was a big hit 
in 1910 on Victor record 16833, es- 
pecially since it was coupled with 
one of the all-time great popular 
waltz songs, “Meet Me Tonight in 
Dreamland,” -rendered with operatic 
fervor by John Young. Perhaps 
Marguerite had sung it at the be- 
ginning of her stage career and he- 
lieved it had sentimental or “good 
luck” associations, At any rate, her 
melodic warning against the perils 
of a walk to the altar is charming. 
It is characterized by daintiness and 
feminine fastidiousness. 

A couple of months afterwards the 
soprano was back with a couple of 
excellent comic songs on No. 50808— 
“I’ve Got the Traveling Choo-Choo 
Blues” and “Arrah, Go ’Long With 
You,” the latter already mentioned 
as a Blue Amberol. Despite the 
merit. of this record it was not a 
good seller and was cut out of the 
1924 catalog. 

In October, 1921, came No. 50819, 
“Yo-Lay- Ee-Oo (Means I. Love 
You).” This pseudo-yodeling tune 
was bright and catchy and well 
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sung. The brief supplement descrip- 
tion said: “Marguerite Farrell, who 
sings this song, is a favorite in 
vaudeville. All of her whimsical art 
will be found in her rendition of 
“Yo- Lay- Ee- Oo.” On the other 
side Vernon Dalhart sang “Molly on 
a Trolley,” to a soprano obligato by 
Betsy Lane Shepherd. 

Miss Farrell’s next addition to 
her Edison repertoire didn’t appear 
until late in 1922, (Probably she had 
been away from New York on tour). 
It was also the best record, in my 
opinion, she ever made for any com- 
pany—an irresistible East Side waltz 
song, called “I Certainly Must be 
in Love.” It had one of the most in- 
congruous couplings in phonograph 
history—Walter Scanlan singing a 
semi-religious ballad “I Love a Lit- 
tle Cottage,” composed by Geoffrey 
O’Hara, who will be the subject of a 
Favorite Pioneer Recording Artist’s 
biography one of these not too dis- 
tant days. 

Not only is the music of “I Cer- 
tainly Must be in Love” attractive 
to anyone who likes a “good old-fash- 
ioned waltz,” but the words are 
clever and amusing to a degree sel- 
dom attained by comedy numbers. 
And Miss Farrell’s interpretation is 
superlative—perhaps as good as Bil- 
ly Murray’s Victor rendition of the 
same song—than which there could 
be no higher comic song praise. Des- 
pite her always unmistakable cul- 
ture, the comedienne enters admir- 
ably into the spirit of the ditty 
about “Mamie McShane, a dumb, diz- 
zy dame” who lived on “Thoid Ave- 
nue” and fell in love with a young 
oer socialite at the gas fitter’s 

a 


As “Mamie,” Miss Farrell de- 
scribes the ludicrous sufferings the 
onslaughts of love have brought to 
her. Most of the time she sings in 
a convincing East Side dialect, but 
once or twice she slips into her cus- 
tomary broad A’s and says “ahn- 
swer” and “pahss” for “pass”—the 
latter even when Mamie is supposed 
to be speaking. To render unmistak- 
able the depths of her passion for her 
Bowery boy friend, Mamie pro- 
claims: “I step in the bathtub and 
scrub meself white, an’ now I’m con- 
vinced that me mind isn’t right, for 
when I take a bath befo’ Saddidy 
night—I soitinly must be in love!” 

Near the end of the record, the 
orchestra softly plays the chorus. 
Then, before it reaches the close, 
there is a charming and unexpected 
effect when Marguerite, as Mamie, 
exclaims: “Oh boy, ain’t it a grand 
an’ glorious feelin’!” By some near- 
magic she makes you see the glow 
in the girl’s eyes as she dreams of 
her “steady beau.” Another amus- 
ing bit of lyric writing ends the 
song: “Folks talk, but I don’t hear 
a ‘woid what they say: I’m so noi- 
vous an’ worried me hair’s toinin’ 
gray—lI drink thoity saucers of caw- 
fy a day—I soitinly must be in love!” 

That record is a comedy master- 
piece. Several months later, in the 
Spring of 1923, Miss Farrell’s last 
Edison appeared: “If You Go, You'll

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HOW SHALL | DRESS MY 
“KATE GREENAWAY” 
OR “BONNET” DOLLS? 


While it is not definitely known 
that the “bonnet” dolls—those with 
moulded-on bonnet or hat— really 
were made in honor of the famous 
illustrator of their day, it is more 
than likely, for dollsin all periods of 
recorded history have been named for 
contemporary celebrities, and Kaze 
Greenaway’s charming children of 
pen and brush were very popular in 
the last quarter of the nineteenth 
century. 

Books, pictures and cards _ illus- 
trated by Kate Greenaway are now, 
and have been for many years col- 
lectors’ items, and hatted dolls, so 
like many of the illustrations in 
Greenaway collections are eagerly 
sought by doll collectors. 

The question of how to dress such

dolls often comes up, for while most 
of them were MADE in the late nine- 
teenth century, Kate Greenaway 
dressed her little figures in the 
quaint simple costumes of the early 
part of the century, and there are 
collectors who wish to copy the lat- 
ter rather than the more prosaic 
styles of the later period, It is to 
help those who want the real Green- 
away costumes for their “bonnet” 
dolls that we have sketched the fol- 
lowing from the Greenaway illustra- 
tions. 


No. 1 illustration is especially in- 
teresting, as the child holds an old 
wooden doll of the period. The doll 
wears a white dress with a purple- 
blue sash. The girl’s costume is bot- 
tle blue. A green sash matches the 
green ribbon in her bonnet. White 
frills at neckline and sleeves match 
the white bonnet. The illustration is 
displayed on the cover of Kate Green- 
away’s Painting Book published by 
Frederick Warne & Co. of London 
and New York. 


No. 2 was sketched from an un- 
colored illustration, but any pastel 


shade would be appropriate for the 
dress trimmed with white ruffles and 
a hat the shade of the dress or its 
trimming. Antique dolls’ parasols are 
not easy to acquire but it would be 
interesting if the doll could have a 
parasol. The writer has often come 
across tiny baskets and has a, fas- 
cination for them. 


No. 8, 9 and 11 are given to show 
the charm of the apron, Sometimes 
a dull, drab doll’s dress one does 
not want to discard because it is an- 
tique, can be transformed by a 
sweet, simple white apron such as 
any one of those shown. Early fine 
white muslin or cambric is about the 
easiest of the old materials to find, 
and an apron is not difficult to make. 


Nos. 4 and 5 are typical out-of- 
doors winter costumes in the design 
of the artist.

In a little church in the Haleiwa- 
Waialua district of Oahu, on the 
Kamehameha Highway, in Hawaii, 
there is a magnificent old clock that 
was once the gift of a queen. 

The little Waialua Protestant 
church has an interesting history, 
having been established over a cen- 
tury ago by the first white mission- 
ary sent to Waialua in 1833. 

The first missionaries from New 
England arrived in Hawaii in 1820 
and were soon followed: by other 
companies of Protestants who had 
come to work with the islanders. 
They first set out to learn the lan- 
guage and convert it into writing. 
They introduced the Hawaiians to 
the church, the school and the press 


and found them most eager to learn. 
Members of the Hawaiian ruling 
family and the chiefs were the first 
to become converts to Christianity 
and the islanders followed as the 
white missionaries spread through- 
out the islands to teach and to build 
churches and schools. 

The church continued to prosper 
and late in the 19th century the 
parishioners decided to enlarge it. 
They initiated a building fund and 
the work of construction of the pres- 
ent sanctuary was begun. It was 
officially dedicated on January 1, 
1890. 

The most distinguished of the 
parishioners was Queen Lilioukalani 
(1838-1918). The Queen was the last 
ruler of the Hawaiian Islands. She 
was the sister of King Kalakaua 
who reigned from 1874 to 1891. Kala- 
kaua’s reign was marked by a 
strong effort to restore the ancient 
order of heathen customs and abso- 
lutism. This, together with an in- 
creasing tendency towards extrava- 
gance and corruption, led to an 
armed insurrection by reactionaries, 
which finally led to the deposition of 
the royal family. 

Lilioukalani was married to an 
American named John O. Dominis, 
who served as Governor of Oahu. He 
died in 1891, the same year in which 
Queen Lilioukalani ascended the 
throne. The reaction that persisted 
from her brother’s reign continued 
and Lilioukalani was finally deposed 
in 1893 and the islanders adopted a 
republican form of government. 

The last Queen of Hawaii is re- 
membered chiefly because of her 
well-established talents as a poet and 
as a composer of music, and because 
of her great interest in welfare work 
among her people. 

The Queen maintained a summer 
residence near the Waialua church 
and she attended services there when 
she was in the district. When she 
learned that a building fund had 
been established to pay for the con- 
struction of the new sanctuary, she 
was the first to donate to it, with 
a substantial gift of money. 

Queen Lilioukalani was present at 
the dedication ceremonies and she 
distributed hymnals printed in the 
Hawaiian language to the parishion- 
ers. She ordered and had installed 
magnificent cut-glass chandeliers to 
illuminate the interior of the church 
and she continued to show her in- 
terest in many ways. Because of her 
interest and attendance, the parish- 
ioners renamed the building the Li- 
lioukalani Church in her honor. 

On the second anniversary of the 
dedication of the new building, on 
January 1, 1892, the Queen presented

a large wall clock which she had or- 
dered from a clock manufacturer in 
the United States for the purpose. 
The clock was installed inside the 
church by the grateful parishioners, 
and now, almost seventy years later, 
it still ticks the time for the church- 
goers and is one of the tourist at- 
tractions of the district. 

The Queen’s wall clock has a dial 
face two feet in diameter enclosed 
within a heavy brass bezel and mold- 
ed wooden frame. It is a perpetual 
calendar clock, with the days of the 
month marked on the outer rim of 
the dial. There is no provision for 
automatic dating so that the calen- 
dar dial must be re-set five times 
during the year. 

There are four smaller dials on 
the face of the clock. One dial eight 
inches in diameter appears just 
above the center and marks the 
hours and minutes, with two hands. 
This is operated by a separate eight- 
day clock movement with a double 
Mainspring, requiring winding with 
two separate keys. The movement is 
fitted with “a standard Graham es- 
capement with a wooden (pendulum) 
rod and beats 72 times per minute.” 
The usual hour numerals from I 
through XII were replaced with the 
twelve letters of the Queen’s name, 
one for each of the hours in honor 
of the donor—LILIOUKALANI. 

Two dials, each six inches in di- 
ameter, appear at the left and right 
of the center of the dial plate. The 
dial at the left indicates the name 
of the day of the week, while the 
dial at the right shows the current

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“TIMEKEEPERS 
OF THE SEA” 


By L. W. SLAUGHTER 


There is such a wide range of 
collectible items in old timepieces it 
seems one may never reach the end 
of it. Timekeeping devices have been 
made for almost every conceivable 
use and purpose and they often fall 
into a classification or group accord- 
ing to the use and /or purpose for 
which they were intended. Very 
often the intended use of a time- 
piece will dictate some differences 
in design or construction which will 
make it more effective or more easily 
adapted to a particular use. These 
individual characteristics of a time- 
piece, when carefully studied and 
evaluated, may be of great help in 
classifying the item in question. 

I am thinking at this time of a 
certain type of clocks that have re- 
ceived little attention from writers of 
horological subjects; at least, I have 
been able to find almost nothing con- 
cerning them, This appears to be a 
serious omission since Marine Time- 
keepers, usually called “Ships Clocks” 
are worthy of greater interest and 
can provide worthwhile additions to 
any horological collection. It is a 
subject that, I believe, should be 
opened for further study and the ob- 
ject of this article is to do just that. 
I am making a weak start on the 
subject even though, I must confess, 
I have little in the way of actual 
data to contribute. 

The sea is an exacting taskmaster. 
It calls for a high degree of rugged 
dependability and efficiency in the 
ships that sail upon it, the equip- 
ment which controls and operates the 
ship and the men who are respon- 
sible for all. Life and death is an 
ever present reality to the men who 
“Go Down To The Sea In Ships.” 

Accurate timekeeping is an impor- 
tant part of navigatjon. This func- 
tion is handled by the Ships Chron- 
ometer, a highly effective timekeeper 
which must be handled with great 
care and delicacy. It is used only 
for navigational purposes and is not 
accessible for normal timekeeping 
needs. Ships Clocks provide the time 


for normal and ordinary activities 
aboard ship. There is another time- 
keeping device used on shipboard 
which is called a “Deck Watch.” I 
am not very familiar with the Deck 
Watch, but assume it is used by the 
deck officer on duty. 

According to my own experience, 
Ships Clocks are scarce and not eas- 
ily come by even though I live with- 
in sixty miles of a great seaport. I 
have been interested in them for a 
long time but over the years not 
many have come my way. It would 
appear that they qualify for col- 
lecting on the basis of scarcity, if 
not in the matter of great age or 
antiquity. 

Illustration No. 1 is a Ships Clock 
which, in my opinion is a very fine 
one. It was made by Waterbury 
Clock Co., who started in business 
in 1857, and I would believe that 
this clock was made rather early in 
their history. I have found that the 
early Waterbury movements were ex- 
ceptionally well made and are among 
the best made in this country. Later 
movements made by them show clear- 
ly the effect of mass production and 
price competition. The quality of the 
movement in this Ships Clock is 
superb, and therefore, it is prob- 
ably one of the earlier models. 

This movement is housed in a 
round, very heavy, brass barrel type 
case, which is usual. The back plate 
of the case is heavy brass and larg- 
er in diameter than the barrel 
which makes a flange which is drilled 
and countersunk for screws. This is, 
of course for fastening the clock to 
the wall. The bezel is hinged and 
latched with a push button release. 
Outside the bezel is the usual ships 
steering wheel with projecting hand 
spokes. The entire case is of heavy 
and beautifully polished brass and 
the bezel is fitted with convex glass 
with beveled edge. The dial diameter 
is 4% inches, the wheel rim diam- 
eter is 6% inches, and to the outer 
ends of the hand spokes the diam- 
eter is 8% inches, The overall depth 
of the clock is approximately 4 inch- 
es. The dial has a silver finish with 
black numerals. On the dial there is 
the word “Waterbury,” and below, 
“Jeweled Movement.” On the back 
plate of the case is a label with the 
following information: “Ships Bell 
No. 10—Made in U.S.A.—By Water- 
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bury Clock Co., Waterbury, Conn.” 

As stated before, this clock was 
made to be fastened on a wall. It 
now rests in a cradle of a nicely 
scrolled wood base cut from a solid 
piece of wood 2% inches thick. This 
makes it usable on mantel, shelf, 
table or desk, The wood base is 18% 
inches long, and set up this way 
the height is 8% inches to the top 
of the hand spoke. It is well propor- 
tioned and presents an impressive 
appearance. 

The movement of this clock is tru- 
ly superb, with machined parts 
throughout and a fine jeweled lever 
and balance escapement, The balance 
type of escapement is, of course, al- 
ways found in Ships Clocks since 
pendulum clocks will not operate 
well on a ship because of the rolling 
motion to which it is continually sub- 
jected. The strike is the traditional 
ships bells, that is, one to eight bells 
and repeated each four hours. This 
is, of course, to correspond with the 
four hour watches maintained on a 
ship at sea. Since this system is not 
familiar to everyone, it might be well 
to show how it works:

and so on through the 24 hours. 
The strike is unusual in that the 
strokes on the gong are not regular. 
In striking three bells there will be 
two fast strokes, a short hesitation 
and then one stroke. Four bells will 
be two fast strokes. a hesitation and 
two more fast strokes. This is ac- 
complished with only one hammer 
and the mechanism controlling the 
strike is most ingenious. It is, of 
course, an eight-day clock, and prop- 
erly adjusted, is a near perfect time- 
keeper. 

Illustration No, 2 shows a magni- 
ficent clock that should be placed 
in the category of Ships Clocks. It 
has all of the characteristics of a 
ships clock, except one. The back 
plate of the movement bears the 
name “Chelsea Clock Co., Boston.” 
This firm has been famous in the 
field of ships clocks since 1897, and 
in fact, their slogan is the same as 
the title of this article: “Timekeep- 
ers Of The Sea.” The movement is 
the same fine jeweled movement used 
in Chelsea ships clocks. The one 
thing different about this clock is 
that it is equipped with a rack and 
snail and strikes the conventional 
hours and half-hours instead of ships 
bells. This clock was sold by J. E. 
Caldwell & Co., Philadelphia and 
bears this famous dealer’s name on 
the dial. A label on the bottom of 
the case gives the original purchas- 
er’s name and the date of 1918. 

I use the word “Magnificent” ad: 
visedly in describing this clock. The 
housing for the movement is the 
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usual heavy brass barrel with the 
traditional heavy flange at the back. 
This flange, however, is not drilled 
since the barrel is mounted on a 
standing base. The entire case is 
very heavy brass, machined and pol- 
ished to the texture and almost to 
the color of gold. The only ornamen- 
tation is a line of beading around 
the base. The base stands on flat- 
tened brass ball feet. 

The dial is brass with cast set-on 
numerals. The hands are serpentine 
and pierced. The bezel is hinged and 
latched, with push button release and 
is fitted with heavy glass. The move- 
ment is the superb Chelsea jeweled 
ships clock movement and it is an 
eight-day clock. The overall height 
is 18% inches and the width at the 
base is 12% inches. The dial diam- 
eter is 7% inches and the bezel diam- 
eter is 10% inches. 

I have a good Seth Thomas non- 
striking ships clock in the usual 
heavy brass barrel with cast iron 
base for wall mounting. This one 
has the double spring movement with 
heavy marine type lever balance es- 
capement and is eight-day. 

One sometimes finds the octagon 
shaped flat wall clocks with marine 
type escapements. They usually have 
nice rosewood veneered cases. Some 
of them are thirty-hour clocks, and 
occasionally, they are eight-day, Some 
strike and some do not. The 
strike is always conventional; never 
the ships bell sequence. I have heard 
the name “Canal Clocks” frequently 
and the indication is that this type 
of clock was used extensively on 
canal boats and river boats. 

I once had a Seth Thomas striking 
ships bell clock in a round wood 
case for wall mounting. It was a 
thirty-hour clock and employed two 
hammers to achieve the unusual 
ships bell striking sequence. This 
clock would not, of course, compare 
hon peng — — the Water- 
ury or the elsea clocks 
illustrated. peice 

I have frequently been critical of 
the quality of American clock move- 
ments in comparison with the Euro- 
pean type of clocks. This does not 
say that all American made clocks 
are inferior. Certainly the Water- 
bury and the Cheisea clocks I have 
described here will not suffer by com- 
parison with the products of any 
country. They are fine as anything 
I have seen anywhere. 


REDECORATION 
SETS IN AS 
MAN’S HOBBY GROWS 


If a man’s hobby is collecting 
stamps, fishing or gardening, his di- 
version is not likely to change house- 
hold order, that is, unless he in- 
sists on mounting his best catches. 
On the other hand, if a man be- 
comes interested in collecting clocks, 
space must be allotted him. And, 
perhaps the entire decor of the home 
may undergo a change. Such is the 
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When a man’s hobby influences the decor of his home, evidence indicates that this 
is his castle.

case in the home of Brooks Palmer, 
noted collector of clocks. Here you 
see a samplin of clocks dating from 
1790 to the 1959 General Electric- 
Telechron clock, Dimension, on the 
desk in the foreground. 

Since Mrs. Palmer instigated her 
husband’s hobby, she is probably 
more understanding and generous 
with space than the average house- 
wife, The den is literally lined with 
clocks as the opposite wall is shelved 
with just as many clocks as the one 
you see in the accompanying photo- 
graph. Other clocks are placed to 
blend with the rest ofthe decor. 
There are about 140 clocks in this 
collection representing brass, wood, 
and all the intermediary mechanisms 
through present day development, 
grandfather clocks, grandmother 
clocks, Oriental clocks, a sundial, the 
only beer bottle clock in existence, 
and 60 watches. 

Obviously, Mr. Palmer is not just 
a casual collector. An executive of 
a life insurance company, he has 


written two books on his hobby: 
“The book of American Clocks,” and 
“Romance of Time.” He is curator 
of the New York University Mu- 
seum of clocks and watches. 

To counterbalance the overwhelm- 
ing tones of dark woods so prevalent 
throughout her home, Mrs. Palmer 
selected a bright Chinese red mural 
wallpaper. Her choice of furniture 
is antique with a sprinkling of trad- 
itional. Contemporary pieces are 
equally at home in this setting. For- 
tunately, her collection of old flow- 
ing blue platters which she confines 
to the dining area is compatible with 
the dominating motif set by her hus- 
band’s hobby. 

‘When she entertains, Mrs. Palmer 
introduces gay colors in her table 
centerpiece. A decorative relief from 
the rest of the house shows the 
kitchen in sunshine yellow and the 
bedroom in the lightest tones of ivo- 
ry and beige. Another bright note 
in the household is a diverting toy 
poodle, appropriately named Sassy. 
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THE HEADACHE

The hand colored copperplate by 
George Cruikshank, published by G. 
Humphrey, 27 St. James Street, Lon- 
don, on February 12, 1819, has be- 
come fairly well known since its il- 
lustration in Professor Haggard’s 
widely distributed book, “Devils, 
Drugs & Doctors.” 

It is a characteristic example of 
the coarse humor of the period; but 
all the same, it has a serious side 
as it reminds us of the primitive 
medical knowledge of the good old 
days, which for sufferers of life’s 
various ills must really have been 
thoroughly bad old days. It was then 
almost impossible to alleviate the 
most distressing symptoms of human 
ailments; and this unhappy situation 
still exists in many parts of the 
world today. 

During a stay in South East Asia, 
the writer had occasion to notice one 
of the native treatments for head- 
ache practised by the Javanese. It 
consisted in binding the head of the 
patient tightly with a bandage, pos- 
sibly with the object of trying to re- 
strict the blood supply to the brain. 
But in spite of local confidence in 
its comforting value, it is probably 
much less effective than an aspirin 
tablet, 

A companion print, “The Cholic,” 
by the same artist, shows a woman 
in the throes of agonizing stomach 
pains induced by demons who have 
wound several turns of rope round 
her waist and are engaged in a 
fiendish tug of war. 


MODERN JAPANESE 

PRINTS FEATURED 

IN ART INSTITUTE 
OF CHICAGO 


The first comprehensive exhibition 
of modern Japanese prints opened in 
Gunsaulus Hall in the Art Institute 
of Chicago on Thursday, January 
21, 1960, to run through March 20, 
1960. 

Margaret Gentles, Associate Cu- 
rator of Oriental Art, selected many 
of the 278 prints by 91 artists of 
the Sosaku Hanga group during her 
recent trip to Japan. The simple 
lines, strong colors and appealing 
subjects of the prints, on loan from 
artists and collectors both in Tokyo 
and the United States, give them an 
important place in modern art. 

The first exhibition of the Sosaku 
Hanga group (sosaku meaning crea- 
tive, hanga meaning prints) was held 
at the Tokyo Mitsukoshi Department 
store in January, 1919. The move- 
ment dates from a print made in 
1904 by Yamamoto Kanae when the 
artist departed from the traditional 
method of producing ukiyo-e prints. 
In making ukiyo-e prints the artist 
created only the design, passing it 
on to an artisan who cut the wood 
block, and in turn, passed it on to 
a second artisan who transferred 
the design to paper. Sosaku Hanga 
artists chose to execute all three 
steps, thereby maintaining the crea- 
tive impulse from idea to final print- 
ing. 


Changes in art forms as well as in. 


economics and ways of living were 


inevitable after Commodore Matthew 
G. Perry’s U.S. Naval Expedition of 
1853 opened Japan to the world. Jap- 
anese artists, free to travel for the 
first time, went to Europe to study, 
absorbing Western ideas and tech- 
niques. At the same time, Parisian 
artists were being influenced by uki- 
yo-e prints, which in Japan, had 
come to be considered “tribles for 
the vulgar crowd.” Young Japanese 
artists, sensing the possibilities of 
combining Western and Asian art 
forms, began to translate their own 
designs into prints. 

The current exhibition at the Art 
Institute shows both the unique qual- 
ities of modern Japanese prints and 
the development of the Sosaku Hanga 
movement during its short, forty 
year life. 


“MADONNA AND CHILD” 


The Wadsworth Atheneum has 
placed upon exhibition a most charm- 
ing painting of the Madonna and 
Child seated in a landscape, attrib- 
uted to the early 16th century Flem- 
ish painter Adriaen Isenbrant, which 
was presented to the museum by the 
late Mrs. Clement Scott of Hart- 
ford in memory of her husband. This 
painting, which belonged to the 
Scotts for over fifty years, has been 
cleaned in the Atheneum’s conserva- 
tion laboratory and has emerged with 
new splendor. It had for many years 
borne a traditional attribution to 
Frans Floris, a later painter whose 
style differs radically from the Athe- 
neum’s painting and from the pan- 
els of Isenbrant. 

Relatively little is known about 
Adriaen Isenbrant except that he 
was active in Bruges as early as 
1510 and that he died in 1551. An 
extensive group of works is asso- 
ciated with his name but the attrib- 
ution of all of them cannot be firm- 
ly established. However, he is im- 
portant as one of a small group of 
artists working in what is today 
known as Belgium carrying on the 
great traditions of the Flemish

accompaniment. During the settling 
of the west, “Oh Susannah” with its 
line—“with a banjo om my knee”— 
traveled with the wagon trains.

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OLD MECHANICAL BANKS conducted by F. H. GRIFFITH

Presto Savings 
Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


An unusual mechanical bank is our choice as No. 32 
in the numerical classification of mechanical banks. The 
bank is the Presto Savings Bank and it is unusual 
with respect to the fact that it is mainly constructed 
of wood and paper. That is to say the main framework 
and operating parts are all made of wood with paper 
covering on the building. This, of course, is quite dif- 
ferent than most of the mechanical banks which are 
made of cast iron. f 

The Presto Savings Bank was designed by Charles 
M. Crandall of Montrose, Pa., and patented by him 
May 20, 1884. He assigned two-thirds of the patent to 
Frederick W. Crandall and Benjamin L. Baldwin. The 
patent papers with the accompanying drawings very 
clearly describe and picture the bank as it was actually 
made. So often a mechanical bank was produced in its 
final form with many variations from the original pat- 
ent or drawing. However, the Presto Savings Bank is 
exact in every detail to the drawings in the original 
patent. 

The bank is known to have been sold in the pe- 
riod of 1885-1886 since it is pictured for scale in the 
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Selchow & Righter Catalog dated October 10, 1885, for 
the Season of 1885-1886. The writer is fortunate in 
having this catalog, which not only has a fine illus- 
tration of the Presto, but illustrates numerous other 
mechanical banks as well. The writer obtained the cat- 
alog from Lawrence B. Romaine of Middleboro, Mass., 
who is to be commended for his fine work in the old 
catalog field of Americana. 

As to the operation of the bank the actual descrip- 
tion as outlined in the Selchow & Righter Catalog is 
of interest and accurately describes the action: 


‘Size 6 inches long, 5 inches high, and 2% inches wide. 
One-half dozen in box. 

This is the most pleasing and ingenious Toy ever in- 
vented. The idea is entirely new—and is so cheap and 
captivating as to insure sale on sight. The operation 
is quick and decisive, though simple and natural, while 
the result is surprising. A penny is laid flat-ways on 
top of the Bank. The operator is then directed to 
turn the knob and see it disappear. He does so; when 
Presto! the penny is gone, and quick as lightning a 
cunning little mouse has taken its place. The money 
is safe in. the Vault, though nobody sees it go; the 
mouse is turned back to his mysterious hiding place, 
and the Bank is ready for another deposit. 

The toy is so simple in mechanism and durable in con- 
struction as to insure it from getting out of order. 
It is very neatly gotten up, and will handle well in 
the trade. 


It might be well to explain several points of in- 
terest. The mouse springs from inside the building and 
in so doing raises the rear peaked section of the roof. 
This peaked section is hinged by a piece of cloth at 
the extreme end of the roof. After the mouse springs 
into the position as shown in the picture the section 
merely drops back into place. On the flat part of the 
roof between the two peaks appears the wording “Lay 
Penny Here.” The penny when in this position, is ac- 
tually knocked forward by the lever to which the mouse 
is attached and slides into the coin slot located in the 
front section of the roof. 

The bank shown is in unusually fine condition and 
particularly so when one considers the fact that the 
entire building is wood with decorated paper covering. 
The sides of the building have a brick-like representa- 
tion in red with black lining between the bricks. The 
roof is white with a shingle type representation. The 
front of the building has the word “Presto” at the top, 
and “Savings Bank” across the center. The window 
glass is realistically done in a blue shading and there 
is grey, dark grey, and blue coloring on the door, 
window tops, and outlinings of the front entrance. The 
mouse is a grey felt-like material and quite realistic 
with its black beady eyes. 

The Presto Savings Bank is from the extensive col- 
lection of John D. Meyer and so far it is the only 
known specimen in existence. It was found some years 
ago by Gerald Patton, well known antique dealer of 
Duncansville, Pa. 

In closing, it might be well to mention, that -some 
years ago a crude, unattractive replica of the Presto 
Savings bank was made, with sheet iron sides and roof 
and a cast iron front and back. This replica has very 
little resemblance to the fine original specimen under 
discussion. Only a few were made to try to fool collec- 
tors at the time, and this was before an original spe- 
cimen was known about in collecting circles. Another 
word of caution is not to confuse the Presto Savings 
Bank with the Presto Bank (HOBBIES, September, 1956) 
or the small cast iron building with a false bottom 
drawer which has the single word “Presto” as its name.

School started by Jan Van Eyck. 

In the Scott painting, measuring 
about 17 by 11 inches, the Virgin, 
seated on a stone seat, is shown 
holding the Christ Child. An exten- 
sive landscape painted in the blue 
green tones characteristic of 15th 
century Flemish landscape is scen 
in the background. The type of the 
Madonna and of the composition re- 
flect the paintings of the great 15th 
century painter Gerard David who 
was probably Isenbrant’s master. Al- 
though an earlier type is evident, a 
later date of about 1525 is appar- 
ent in the softer treatment of the 
features which suggests the influ- 
ence of Iialian art, most notably the 
art of the Milanese School center- 
ing upon Leonardo da Vinci. This 
painting is therefore a most welcome 
addition to the Atheneum’s collec- 
tions since it suggests a most im- 
portant transitional point in the de- 
velopment of northern painting. 
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Islamic Intarsia & Marquetry 


The decorative art of intarsia and 
marquetry—associated with the Near 
East—has been appreciated in the 
eastern and western Islamic world 
in all periods. Originating in the Ori- 
ent, this is the art of decorating 
chests, tables, boxes, trays and other 
objects with geometrical patterns of 
inlay — sometimes pictures — con- 
taining many small pieces of wood, 
bone, ivory, metal and mother-of- 
pearl. 

Intarsia was a fully skilled form 
of inlaid decoration, Pieces of wood 
and bone were set into veneered or 
solid wood. Early work displayed 
only the natural color variation of 
the different woods. Interest in this 
craft was increased when techniques 
for applying artificial color were in- 
troduced, and designs were given a 
wide range of tones. The art of in- 
tarsia was practiced to a limited 
extent in European countries includ-

ing Italy, Germany, Holland and 
Spain. 

A well-known master of marque- 
try was the French cabinetmaker 
André Charles Boulle (1642-1732). 
Boulle’s work—often in ebony—was 
given a great richness with inlays 
of precious metals and woods. Large 
areas were covered with tortoise 
shell, inlaid with arabesques of gilt 
brass and copper. Acanthus scrolls 
in bas-relief, sculptured rosettes and 
masks—all in gilt bronze—gave the 
work a matchless magnificence. 

Marquetry, a more elaborate and 
tedious technique, was derived from 
the true inlay of intarsia. Precious 
pieces (tesserae) were assembled 
into geometrical and floral patterns 
before being glued to the surface of 
the object being decorated. Base and 
pattern layers were of equal thick- 
ness. Wood was usually used for the 
base, and to some extent in the dec- 


orative designs where a_ variation 
of color, grain and kind was desired. 
Kingwood, tulipwood, teak, rosewood, 
satinwood and ebony were some of 
the species utilized by marquetry- 
workers. With inlays of gold, silver, 
copper, brass ivory, bone and nacre, 
they achieved striking designs. Paint- 
ed ivory, which is Islamic in style, 
was used in Mohammedan marque- 
try mosaics. As in other arts and 
crafts, the Mohammedan craftsmen 
of Egypt learned these methods from 
the Copts—Christian natives, 

Several wooden panels, in the 
Arab Museum in Cairo, are decor- 
ated with bone and wood marquetry 
mosaics. Presumably from a coffin, 
these panels were found around 
Cairo and other early Islamic sites. 
Coptic customs are apparent in a 
fine panel of this type in the Near 
East collection of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. Attributed to the 
second half of the eighth century, 
certain mosaic details in the panel 
indicate that this may have been the 
work of skilled Copts, who continued 
to be employed during Islamic rule. 

Early in the Mamluk dynasty 
(1250 A.D.) a great and glorious 
period of Islamic art began in Egypt 
and Syria. During the thirteenth and 
fourteenth centuries methods of in- 
tarsia and marquetry became more 
elaborate and Mamluk craftsmen in- 
vented new varieties of palmettes 
and arabesques, in which elegance 
of detail was outstanding. 

Not many early examples of in- 
tarsia and marquetry from Turkey 
and Syria are known, and extant 
pieces of Iranian and Indian origin 
were produced in the eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries. In Damascus, 
which also became a well-known cen- 
ter of inlay work, bone was com- 
bined with mother-of-pearl. 

Persian and Syrian craftsmen gave 
every material, no matter how com- 
mon, serious treatment. Nothing was 
thought unworthy of being beautiful. 
The marquetry-worker’s hope of ac- 
complishment was restrained by the 
limited quantity of good wood avail- 
able. His efforts were concentrated 
on ecclesiastical objects — Koran 
stands, reliquaries, mosque and pul- 
pit doors, 

In the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art there is a richly carved wooden 
Koran stand, Persian, bearing the 
date 1360, and regarded as a mas- 
terpiece of wood carving from the 
Mongol period. It is elaborately dec- 
orated with arabesques, inscriptions, 
floral scrolls and plants bearing blos- 
soms and palmettes originating in 
Chinese art. 

Symbolic of Syrian inlay-work is 
the wooden Koran stand shown here 
—decorated with marquetry mosaics. 
Square and rectangular panels are 
covered with lozenge and star mosa- 
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ies in green and ‘natural ivory, black 
ebony, teak and rosewood. Each mi- 
nute piece forming the mosaics is 
outlined in fine gold wire, resembling 
cloison wires delineating designs of 
cloisonné work, Central medallions 
of diamond and hexagon shapes are 
elaborately ornamented with gold, 
silver and ivory. Narrow borders are 
outlined with strands of gold—some 
are studded with flecks of gold— 
while triangular insets of pure silver 
further enrich the delicate mosaics. 
Carved bone and ivory are dominant 
in the panel borders. A splendid cal- 
ligraphic band—ivory on black ebony 
—is one of the fine features of the 
design, The folding stand, when 
closed, measures 7% inches in width, 
17% inches in length. 

Islamic art, chiefly concerned with 
surface decoration, will remain a 
splendid example of skilled technique 
and clever ornament. The Moslems 
have always been masters of artis- 
tic decoration—transforming visions 
into ornament of line and color. From 
the arts of foreign cultures the Mos- 
lem artist transformed elements and 
impressed them with a distinctively 
Islamic character.

Souvenir Spoons 
OF CALIFORNIA — 
By ISABEL G. SCHRADER 


Despite the fact that California 
history goes back little more than a 
century, romantic and picturesque 
spots, and the events associated with 
them, have been commemorated on 
so many different spoons that one 
could form a sizable collection of 
California spoons alone. We are 
struck not only by the great number 
of Commemoratives, but by the fine 
workmanship and material, and the 
beauty of the designs. 

The picturesque figure of the Forty- 
niner, his donkey, and his primitive 
tools and equipment appeal to the 
imagination and form the designs on 
a large number of California spoons. 
The missions, the vineyards of the 
early Padres, and grizzly bear, which 
is the symbol on the state flag and 
was incorporated in the design of the 
shield of the state, are themes which 
appear in endless variation. 

In the small selection of spoons 
shown, the first on the left is shaped 
like a shovel. The whiskered miner 
with his broad-brimmed hat appears 
at the top, above a gold pan with 
nuggets. Pick and shovel are crossed 
behind. 

Encircling the pan and extending 
down the sides of the handle is a 
rope supporting a wooden bucket 
which hangs down into the blade of 
the shovel. In florid Victorian script

Cal.” 

The second spoon, marked “Red 
Bluff, Cal.,” has the gold pan also, 
with the nuggets gilded for realism. 
It is topped with the grizzly bear, to 
be distinguished from any other bear 
by the ruff or hump across his shoul- 
ders, 

The stem, embossed with grapes 
and California poppies, is entwined 
with an actual rope of gilded wire, 
tied through a hole at the top, and 
forming a knot at the bottom. The 
back of the spoon is plain except for 
the bear, which is in full relief. The 
pick and shovel are so well incorpor- 
ated into the design as to be almost 
unnoticeable. 

The third spoon is a true Commem- 
orative of the San Francisco fire, The 
profile of the city after the fire forms 
the handle, and in the bowl are the 
Chronicle, Mutual Savings, and Call 
buildings after the fire. On the back 
of the spoon, in raised letters, on a 
background of billowing smoke, are 
the words, “Great San Francisco 
Fire, April 18th, 1906.” 

Quite a bit of history is shown on 
the fourth, a fine heavy spoon with a 
gold-washed bowl. Under the bear at

below it the date 1849, the year of 
the discovery of gold and the begin - 
ning of the California gold rush. Be- 
low that are the gold pan, pick, and 
shovel. 

Forming the shank of the spoon is 
the Admission Day Fountain. This 
Fountain was the gift of James Phe- 
lan, then mayor, to the city of San 
Francisco. It stood at the intersec- 
tion of Mason, Turk, and Market 
Streets for over half a century. 

Horse and buggy days passed and 
the monument interfered with motor 
traffic, so the Native Sons and Daugh- 
ters had it removed to Golden Gate 
Park, where it is now known as the 
Native Sons’ monument. It is a gran- 
ite shaft, surmounted with a bronze 
figure with an open book inscribed, 
“September 9, 1850,” the date Cali- 
fornia was admitted to the Union. 

At the base stands a uniformed fig- 
ure holding a flag with the new star 
for California, The reverse of the 
spoon shows the Capitol building in 
Sacramento, and the Wawona tree in 
Yosemite, big enough for a horse and 
carriage to pass through an opening 
in its trunk. 

The fifth is one of the most strik- 
ing of California spoons. It has a 
gold-washed background with a beau- 
tiful grape design in high relief. Only 
the head of the bear is used. It is in 
silver, and a silver ribbon has “Cali- 
fornia” in raised letters. 

The typical crooked stem of the 
90’s is stamped Sonora, and the spoon 
is inscribed to “Little Mac, June 9, 
97.” I have another with the same 
handle with the old Cliff House in the 
bowl, silver on gold. 

The sixth has the full figure of the 
gold miner, rope around his body, 
pick over his shoulder, and a nugget 
in his hand, “Real Stuff,” says the in- 
scription, The back, rather incongru- 
ously, shows a large buffalo and the 
head of an elk. 

The seventh, with open-work grape 
handle, has an embossed bowl show- 
ing a low building under a spreading 
tree, with the inscription, “Ramona’s 
Marriage Place, neax San Diego,” and

in a tiny circle “Ramona’s Wedding 
Bells.” This brings to mind Helen 
Hunt Jackson’s touching story of the 
Mission Indians who were driven from 
their villages when their lands were 
granted to American settlers from 
the North. 

At the time of the story the Mis- 
sion in San Diego, the first founded 
by Padre Junipero Serra, was in 
ruins, and the sparse congregation of 
Irish and Indians ministered to by a 
single priest. It has since been re- 
stored and is an attraction to vis- 
itors as much for the romantic story 
as for its historical associations, 

The last spoon, a very simple mod- 
ern one, has for its handle a com- 
plete redwood tree, with “California” 
lettered down the trunk. It is a heavy 
spoon, well executed, a contrast to 
vo ornate designs of an earlier pe- 
riod.

phase of the moon, with the dots 
marking the days of the period. 

Another eight-inch dial is placed 
below the center of the clock’s face. 
This consists of an elaborate Per- 
petual Calendar which makes one 
complete revolution every sixteen 
years. The inside figures indicate the 
day of the month at the end of every 
seven-day period, beginning with 
January 2, The outer figures mark 
the weeks of the year. 

This intricate mechanism bears the 
name “Gale’s Patent,” indicating 
that the clock was probably manu- 
factured by the Welch Spring Com- 
pany of Forestville, Conn. The in- 
ventor of this type of perpetual cal- 
endar movement was Daniel Jackson 
Gale (1830-1901),* who lived most 
of his life in Bristol, Conn. He had 
been born in Waitsfield, Vt., 
moved to Sheboyan Falls, Wis., when 
he was about 25 years ‘old. He be- 
came apprenticed to a shoemaker and 
eventually owned and operated his 
own shoe shop. 


It wasinthisSheboyan Falls shoe 
shop that Gale invented and con- 
structed his Calendar clock which 
he completed on August 17, 1865. 

The clock was patented on Novem- 
ber 16, 1869 and production was be- 
gun by Welch, Spring & Company 
in 1870. The firm paid -a handsome 
royalty of $100 to Gale for his in- 
vention. 

Gale moved to Bristol in the foi- 
lowing year and went to work for 
the firm that produced his clock. He 
worked a 10-hour day for a total 
daily wage of $2.25! 

The firm of Welch, Spring & Com- 
pany had been formed as a partner- 
ship by Elisha N. Welch and Solo- 
mon C, Spring in Bristol in 1868 
and they continued to operate under 
the same trade name until 1884. 
They produced a fine grade of calen- 
dar and regulator clocks, incorporat- 
ing features of calendar —oe 
invented by Gale as well as by B 
B. Lewis, which they had also pur- 
chased, In 1884 the firm merged with 
E. N. Welch Manufacturing Compa- 
ny, another of Welch’s many clock- 
making enterprises. The new firm 
went into receivership in 1897 and 
was reorganized in 19038 as the Ses- 
sions Clock Company, which con- 
tinues to the present time as one of 
the major clock manufacturers of the 
United States.

Whatever the cause, the com- 
paratively small amount of phono- 
graph work she did clearly estab- 


lished her rank as one of the clever- 
est of comediennes, It is a pity, o 
course, that her last years, after she 
abandoned the footlights for domes- 
ticity, should have been marred by 
sorrow and suffering. But, even while 
she labored as a welfare department 
case worker, it must have given Mar- 
guerite Farrell Wheeler pleasure to 
know that her pretty voice and ex- 
cellent singing had been preserved 
on records which were treasured by 
many collectors.

The most comprehensive collectors’ 
book on bells to be published within 
the past year is from the pen of 
Ernest Morris, a frequent contrib- 
utor to this column, Mr. Morris is 
dean of England’s bell collectors and 
the author of an impressive number 
of books on the subject. He also 
holds the world record in change- 
ringing. 

Tintinnabula is the apt title chosen 
by the author for his latest volume 
on bells, a book dedicated to giving 
collectors a complete and accurate 
account of the countless kinds of 
small bells worth seeking for their 
collections.

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tinnabula is evidenced by such in- 
triguing chapter heads as “The Gol- 
den Bells,” “Non-metal Bells,” and 
“Jingling Johnny.” With the au- 
thor’s permission we draw at length 
from his chapter about the Jingling 
Johnny, a rare and unusual type of 
bell little known to the average col- 
lector. 

Also called a chapeau chinois, 
(Chinese hat) or sometimes a schel- 
lenbaum, (bell tree), the jingling 
johnny appears to have been orig- 
inally a Pasha’s standard, which was 
borne before the troops. It was a 
standard instrument in Turkish mil- 
itary bands. When in the latter part 
of the eighteenth century it was 
introduced with other Turkish in- 
struments and music into western 
Europe, the crescent crowning the 
standard remained; but the name, 
under French influence, became cha- 
peau chinois. In England it was 
named the Jingling Johnny. It was 
this bell instrument, incidentally, 
that inspired Beethoven to write his 
famous Turkish March. 

In his new book Mr. Morris re- 
lates the story of England’s most 
treasured Jingling Johnny, a famous 
relic of the 88th Connaught Rangers. 
It measures 7 feet, 6 inches over all, 
and was made partly of brass and 
partly of silver, the stem and the 
crescent being of brass, the bells 
and the attachment rings of silver. 
The plumes hanging from the two 
ends of the crescents were origin- 
ally of horse hair dyed red and 
black. The Napoleonic eagle on the 
summit is entirely of brass. 

This Jingling Johnny is said to 
have first been carried into battle 
by the Moors; and in addition to 
being used as a musical instrument, 
was also utilized as a rallying stand- 
ard for their warriors, The French 
surmounted it with an imperial 
Eagle. The exact date of its capture 
from the Moors by the French is 
somewhat uncertain, but from ac- 
counts given to the 88th by French 
officers during the occupation of 
France after the Battle of Waterloo, 
it is known that it had been for 
some years in possession of the 
French Regiment of the Line, from 
whom the 88th Connaught: Rangers 
captured it at the Battle of Sala- 
manca on July 22, 1812. 

The instrument has since remained 
with the 88th, both at home and 
abroad, and has invariably been car- 
ried in front of the band and drums 
on all ceremonial parades by the 
tallest man in the battalion. 

When the 88th was stationed in 
India about 1880, a certain native 
regiment had a musical instrument 
not altogether unlike the Jingling 
Johnny. The British commanding 
officer consequently gave orders that 
their own much-prized trophy was 
not in the future to be carried on 
parade, so it was carefully put away 
into its wooden case where it re- 
mained for several years,

that the silver bells cauld be put to 
better use and therefore cut them

off and stole them. When this theft 
was discovered the johnny was sent 
to Paris to have new bells fitted. The 
silver bells in all the crescents were 
replaced by brass, the horsehair 
plumes were dyed entirely black. 

After this renovation, the Jingling 
Johnny was again carried on all 
ceremonial parades of the 88th until 
1908. Then, upon return from South 
Africa after the Boer War, it was 
found that the pole was seriously 
damaged and unsafe to carry. It was 
accordingly once again sent to Paris 
for repairs. At the same time a rep- 
lica was made, and this replica was 
carried instead, in order to save the 
original from further damage, until 
the disbandment of the regiment in 
1922. 

The original Jingling Johnny has 
since been deposited and placed on 
view in the Museum of the Royal 
United Service Institution, London, 
while the replica is now in the posses- 
sion of Lieutenant-General, Sir Wil- 
liam Heneker. 

Though the United States is late 
in adopting this instrument once so 
admired in the East and on the Con- 
tinent, the chapeaus chinois or schel- 
lenbaums being carried by several 
marching bands in our country to- 
day are worthy descendants of the 
Turkish originals. They display a 
true Oriental influence with their lit- 
tle brass bells from Pakistan swing- 
ing from each crescent and canopy, 
as shown in the accompanying illus- 
tration.

The Illinois State Historical Socie- 
ty has received $25,000 from The 
Robert R. McCormick Charitable 
Trust for a traveling history mu- 
seum. This museum on wheels will 
tour the state of Illinois bringing 
the story of American and Illinois 
history to every corner of the state. 
The exhibit car, mounted on a 38 
foot truck chassis will carry historic 
documents and memorabilia in charge 
of a history teacher supplied by the 
society. 

The ‘first exhibit is expected to be 
ready by May 1 and will relate to 
those basic documents, the Bill of 
Rights, Declaration of Independence 
and the Constitution, Everyone who 
knew the late Robert R. McCormick, 
editor and publisher of the Chicago 
Tribune knew of his interest in 
American history and in keeping be- 
fore the public the ideas contained 
in the above documents as being the 
cornerstone of the American way of 
life. The exhibit will be shown first 
in Tribune Square and then will be- 
gin its statewide tour. Private col- 
lectors and public institutions such 
as the State Historical library will 
aid in supplying exhibits for this 
traveling museum. 

The car is being constructed by 
the Gerstenslager Company of Woos- 
ter, Ohio, and it will have special 
cases for exhibits, proper lighting, 
and protective devices for the loan 
collections to be displayed. Size of 
the exhibit space will be 29 feet 
long, 7 feet, 3 inches wide, and 6 
feet, 10 inches in height. -Whenever 
possible the mobile museum will be 
sent to communities holding special 
celebrations. Ralph G. Newman, pres- 
ident of the Illinois State Historical 
Society made the announcement 
about the new museum.

FRANK LOBDELL 
PAINTINGS AT 


De YOUNG MUSEUM 


M. H. de Young Memorial Mu- 
seum recently presented a one-man 
show of paintings by Frank Lobdell, 
noted ‘San Francisco artist and 
teacher at the California School of 
Fine Arts. The exhibition consisted 
of 11 canvases completed within the 
past two years. 

Though Frank Lobdell’s work has 

widely influenced other artists he has 
rarely participated in exhibitions. 
Herschel Chipp in commenting on 
‘Lobdell’s work in the summer of 
1958 issue of Art News wrote, “Some 
of the best work in this region is 
seldom entered in the annual sweep- 
stakes. 
“Frank Lobdell has worked inde- 
pendently for several years, and has 
directly influenced many ysung ar- 
tists without his own painting being 
seen in the galleries or adequately 
recognized by the museum.” Dr. 
Chipp concludes, “His personal style 
represents the continuation of a tra- 
dition associated with the Still-Roth- 
ko influence and remains a fertiliz- 
ing agent for young artists.” 

Born in Kansas City, Mo., in 1921, 
Frank Lobdell studied painting with 
Cameron Booth at the St. Paul 
School of Fine Art, St. Paul, Minn. 
After service in the army as Lieute- 
nant of Infantry from 1942 to 1946 
Frank Lobdell attended the Califor- 
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nia School of Fine Arts for three 
years. Since 1957 he has been asso- 
ciated with the school as an instruc- 
tor in both graduate and under- 
graduate painting and drawing. 

Working in both media he has won 
a number of important prizes includ- 
ing the Artist Council Prize, San 
Francisco Museum Print and Draw- 
ing Annual in 1948; the San Fran- 
cisco Bank Prize, San Francisco Mu- 
seum Painting Annual in 1950, and 
the San Francisco Art Association 
Purchase Prize, San Francisco Mu- 
seum Print and Drawing Annual 
also in 1950.

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The Navy of the Revolution was 
disbanded at the close of that war. 
In 1792, a new start was made, and 
the president authorized to provide 
four ships of 44 guns with one cap- 
tain, and three lieutenants; with 
other officers, warrant officers, and 
each ship with a crew of 150 men. 

This was approved by President 
Washington on March 27, 1794. An 
act of March 3, 1797, is ‘to provide 
money to pay three captains of the 
Navy to finish construction of the 
U.S.S. Constitution. (Note Old Iron- 
sides in action in August, 1812) and 
Constellation. 

These official records prove that 
there was a preliminary Navy in 
existence several years prior to the 
establishment of the present Navy, 
April 30, 1798.

manufacturers of equal importance 
in this country whose works are 
notable. 

Son of a well known dyer, Christo- 
pher Philippe Oberkampf born in 
Germany in 17388, opened an estab- 
lishment for the printing of cotton 
in Jouy, near the City of Versailles 
in France in 1763. Oberkampf gained 
his proficiency for dye printing in 
Switzerland where he had served a 
notable apprenticeship. The Ober- 
kampf fabrics are world renowned, 
being especially noted for their 
unique patterns and high quality fa- 
brication. The factory produced 
many outstanding prints and it was 
through Oberkampf’s untiring ex- 
periments that a green dye was con- 
cocted, an important factor improv- 
ing the methods of the local dyers. 

Mr. Oberkampf’s right-hand-man 
was world renowned artist Jean 
Baptiste Huet, who became head de- 
signer at the factory. Huet produced 
intricate and delightful designs which 
won for the prints, the title of 
“Toiles de Jouy.” The toiles became 
very popular with the women and 
they were marketed all over the 
world. It was also from-this factory 
around 1770 that the first press for 
copperplate printing on cotton was 
introduced, a development allowing 
more freedom in the printing even 
though the process was first limited 
to the use of but one color during 
a single operation. When a shiny 
surface was desired, the toiles were 
stiffened with starch and beeswax, 
after which they were run through 
an agate roller. These polished cot- 
tons, not unlike those of the present 
day, were most popular for draperies 
and bed hangings, for being resistant 
to dust, they were easily cared for. 

Besides the greens, Turkey-red, 
so-called, was used a great deal by 
Oberkampf, a dye with which he had 
gained familiarity in the mid-18th 
century in Switzerland where it was 
first introduced. - The formula spread 
to other print factories. The doors 
of the Oberkampf factory were 
closed in 1848, several years after 
the death of dependable Jean Bap- 
tiste Huet, whose knowledge contri- 
buted so much towards the success 
of cotton printing. 

Another resourceful factory for 
printing cotton was established at 
Nantes, France, by a men named 
Petitpierre and as trade with Amer- 
ica and other countries was quite 
brisk around 1760 to the 1790s, the 
factory shipped quantities of textiles 
to many distant ports. The firm 
of H. Brunet et Cie, in Lyons, 
France, also made some fine patch 
handkerchiefs, and at Richmond, 
England, a Frenchman named Ca- 
bannes, opened a factory for similar 
work in 1690; his prints were at- 
tractive and in demand and calicoes 
by the hundreds of bolts found their 
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way to America via our enterprising 
merchantmen. 

Ireland also sent us some excel- 
lent cotton prints and two men in 
particular, connected with this in- 
dustry were Francis Nixon and The- 
ophilus Thompson, who operated 
their cotton printing establishment 
near Dublin. 

Objections to the importation of 
printed toiles were rampant in many 
European centers so that, from time 
to time, edicts were passed forbid- 
ding the purchase of foreign-made 
cottons in order to protect local 
merchandise. It is said that in France 
alone, over 30 such edicts were pas- 
sed during a 75 year interim. En- 
forcement of these laws was lax, 
however, and in spite of the watch- 
fulness of the police and of the op- 
position, smuggling occurred in prac- 
tically all ports of entry. It is said 
that high-ranking members of the 
court and the nobility garnished their 
homes with much of the forbidden 
materials until finally in 1759, the 
restrictions were removed. 

When copper plates were adapted 
to the printing of cotton, the pat- 
terns were incised on metal plates 
which were attached to a sliding 
carriage under roller pressure. Lim- 
ited to but one color at one opera- 
tion, these products became known 
as “monochrome prints.” First ap- 
pearing in red, mauve, blue and sep- 
ia, the designs were copied from 
popular engravings of the day, re- 
sulting in most attractive prints. - 

Roller printing for cottons was in- 
vented by a Scotsman named Thomas 
Bell in 1785. Due to the cost of en- 
graving cylinders, the method was 
somewhat slow in being accepted by 
the manufacturers but after 1806, 
practically all factories employed 
the roller method as dots, lines and 
other recurring patterns were more 
easily reproduced and fascinating 
designs can be found on early print- 
ed kerchiefs which are being col- 
lected by many hobbyists today.

English Lustre Wares 
Copper--Silver--Gold 


English lustered wares were pro- 
duced from about 1770 onwards, be- 
ginning almost simultaneously at 
Staffordshire and at  Brislington, 
near Bristol. They were also made 
at Sunderland, ‘Swansea and Leeds. 

It is believed that John Hancock 
(1757-1847) of Etruria was the first 
person to make copper lustre in 
Staffordshire. In 1846 he wrote to 
the “Staffordshire Mercury” in part 
as follows: 

“In the notice of the death of Mr. 
John Booth, inserted in your last 
week’s paper, it is stated that he 
was the inventor of lustre for earth- 
enware. I beg to state that this is 
incorrect, as I was the original in- 
ventor of lustre, which is recorded 
in several works on Potting, and I 
first put it in practice at Mr. Spode’s 
manufactory for Messrs. Daniel and 
Brown, and continued to make it 
long before Mr. Booth or any other 
person attempted to do so. By in- 
serting this you will oblige me 
whose character at the age of eighty- 
nine is at stake.” 

By 1770 Richard Frank was mak- 
ing copper lustre at Brislington. 
Frank had been connected with the 
early manufacture of Bristol Delft. 
With his son he carried on the Bris- 
lington pottery until 1789. Lustered 
wares were being made at Leeds 
before 1800. 

It is claimed that as early as 
1776 Wedgwood obtained informa- 
tion regarding the making of lus- 
tred wares from Dr. John Fother- 
gill, F.R.S. and the gold lustre of 
which Purple of Cassius formed a 
part was made at Etruria by Wedg- 
wood with great success as early 
as 1780. 

Dr. Simeon Shaw in his “History 
of the Staffordshire Potteries” 
(1829) states: “The first maker of 
silver lustre properly so-called was 
John Gardiner, when employed by 
the late Mr. Wolfe of Stoke. Next 
were Mr. G. Sparkles of ‘Slack Lane, 
Hanley, Mr. Horobin of Tunstall, 
and a person named Mr. John Ain- 
sley, who introduced it at Lane End. 
Since 1804 it has been practiced with 
varied success through the whole of 
the district.” 

Dr. Shaw also states that Peter 
Warburton, of the New Hall Pot- 
tery of Lane End, took out a patent 
in 1810 for his “new invented meth- 
od of decorating china, porcelain, 


earthenware, and glass with native 
pure or adulterated gold, silver, plat- 
inum or other metals, flexed or low- 
ered with lead or any other sub- 
stance which invention leaves the 
metals after being burnt in their

metallic state.” This patent is said 
to have protected his process for 
14 years, but it has not been possible 
to find out what his particular pro- 
cess was and, as we have shown, 
lustered wares were made at many 
factories before this date. 

Moore & Co. and Dixon & Co. 
were operating in Sunderland by 
1820 and both were making very 
fine lustered wares. The famous 
Swansea gold and silver lustre was 
manufactured in Preston Pans at 
Dillwyn and at other Swansea pot- 
teries. 

All three types of lustered wares 
were made at the Market Street 
Works, Longton, and were frequent- 
ly marked with an impressed “B.” 
The first company was Cyples, then 
Cyples & Barlow, and then the busi- 
ness was carried on by Thomas Bar- 
low alone. 

The making of lustered wares con- 
tinued at a great many of the fac- 
tories in addition to those mentioned 
above—J. Lockett & Sons; Mayer & 
Newbolt; Bailey & Co.; Copeland & 
Garrett; C. Allerton & Sons; Min- 
ton; Ralph Salt; and the Sytch Pot- 
tery of Burslem; to mention a few. 
After the invention of the process 
of electro-plating, in 1838, however, 
the production of the plain silver 
and copper lustre gradually declined. 

While English lustred wares are 
broadly divided into three classifi- 
cations — copper, silver and gold; 
they may be further sub-divided as 
follows: 


1. Plain copper or silver lustre intended 
to fill the place of metal ware. This 
plain lustered ware was made by a num- 
ber of potters in Staffordshire as well 
as at Leeds and elsewhere. Both copper 
and silver lustre pieces of this early 
period have a remarkable resemblance 
to metal. 

2. Relief wares. In this group designs 
in relief were emphasized by lustres of 
various hues. 

3. Pieces in which plain bands of lustre 
are used with painted decoration or in 
which painted panels of various sub- 
jects appear, the remainder of the piece 
coated with lustre. 

4. Painted patterns in lustre upon a 
light ground. 

5. Lustre painted patterns, generally 
copper, upon a dark-colored ground such 
as blue. 

6. Patterns produced by resist in which 
the pattern is painted on the piece in 
some substance easily soluble in water, 
such as sugar or glycerine, to which 
some coloring matter has been added 
to identify the pattern. The whole piece 
is lustered over and then immersed in 
water. The lustre which has been mixed 
with a resinous material ‘‘resists’’ the 
water while the pattern is washed off, 
leaving it white on a lustred ground. 

7. Pink, lilac or purple lustre obtained 
from gold and Purple of Cassius, the 
quantity of gold used being very small. 
The various mottled, marbled or veined 
pieces belong to this class. 


Copper Lustre 

The body of copper lustred ware 
is generally earthenware, reddishin 
color and coarse in texture, and it 
is quite certain that copper lustre, 
as well as the pink and lavender, 
contained a small amount of gold. 
In some parts of England and Ire- 
land, copper lustre was known as 
“silty” ware. 

The early copper lustre produced 
at Brislington was brilliant in color 
but the glaze was thin and uneven, 
and the articles made there were 
largely utilitarian— baking dishes, 
soap dishes, porringers, etc. 

By 1800, which marks the best 
period of copper lustre, the pieces 
were well molded, graceful in de- 
sign, with a solid or all-over color. 
Tea and coffee services were doubt- 
less popular and the pitchers, cream- 
ers and jugs which are the most 
common copper lustre pieces found 
today are doubtless parts of these 
services. Many of the pitchers have 
a white glaze lining. 

Soon the potters turned their at- 
tention to the embellishment of their 
plain copper lustre surfaces. It is 
probable they first developed the 
raised relief design or figures (see 
subdivision 2 in foregoing. This was 
followed by the making of those pieces 
in which plain bands of lustre were 
used with painted decoration or in 
which painted panels of various sub- 
jects appear, the remainder of the 
piece coated with lustre (subdivision 
3). The banded pitchers often had 
no other decoration than the colored 
band. Pink and purple lustre, at 
times mottled, were often used as 
bands on the copper lustre pieces 
as were shades of green, apricot, 
cobalt blue, tan or mustard. Again 
there were narrower bands in con- 
trasting colors. At times there were 
sanded bands in their natural color. 

The introduction of transfer print- 
ing at this time made mass decor- 
ating of lustred ware possible and 
soon many souvenir pieces were be- 
ing manufactured as well as others 
in which the only lustre used was 
in small bands to enhance the lustre 
design. 

By 1830 copper lustre glaze be- 
came deteriorated, filled with bub- 
bles and small holes indicating that 
the pieces had been hastily dipped 
and stood on their bases where the 
glaze collected in drops. 

Copper lustre was made by prac- 
tically every potter of the time in 
England but marks are infrequent 
on pieces of old copper lustre. Cop- 
per lustre is still being manufac- 
tured but a modern piece is easily

identified by its general appearance, 
and it usually bears the mark of the 
manufacturer. 

Considered the most valuable piece 
of copper lustre known is the so- 
called “Cornwallis Jug.” The two- 
handled vase (see p. 72, No. 1) is the 
companion piece, showing on one side 
Lafayette crowned victor and on the 
other “Cornwallis Resigning his 
Sword at York Town, Oct. 19, 1791.” 
This vase was sold at the Parke- 
Bernet Galleries, Inc., New York 
City, some 20 years ago for $110.00. 


Silver Lustre 

While silver lustre is not as old 
a form of lustre as copper, dating 
from not earlier than 1785, collec- 
tors look upon it today as a most 
desirable item. It was made by many 
of the English potters and it is be- 
lieved that Wedgwood was making 
this “silvered” ware by 1791. 

Much of the early silver lustre 
was a pottery imitation of actual 
silver or the Sheffield plated serv- 
ices of the time and made for those 
who could not afford the more costly 
silver ware or plate. Thus we find 
that many of the pieces available 
today were formerly parts of tea or 
coffee services. Goblets and tumblers 
were doubtless parts of communion 
sets made for small provincial 
churches. Many of these were lined 
with gold lustre since such pieces 
in silver were gilt lined. 

Many of the early silver lustre 
pieces imitated the reeded and 
Queen Anne silver ware. Later ex- 
amples were decorated in various 
types of relief. At times, plain col- 
ored non-lustrous bands were used; 
again; the bands were decorated with 
lustre _tracery. 

As in the case of copper and gold 
lustre, different processes were em- 
ployed in producing silver lustre 
but all were comparatively simple. 
The piece when glazed was dipped 
into a solution of platinic chloride 
and diluted spirits of tar. After this 
had dried, it was fired for eight to 
ten hours in a kiln at 1200 F. In 
this process the organic matter 
burned away leaving a surface of 
metallic platinum resembling silver. 
Pieces having the lightest and most 
silvery glaze were generally those 
which had been coated with oxide of 
platinum and fired at a ‘ow tem- 
perature. The amount of platinum 
used was extremely minute. 

Originally, many pieces, particu- 
larly tea or coffee sets, were 
lustred inside and out. Others 
were lustred on the exterior and 
upper interior surfaces with the 
earthenware base showing inside. 
Later the interior was coated with 
a white slip or porcelain glaze with 
the lustre only on the exterior. It 
will be noticed that often the earth- 
enware body, especially in teapots 
and coffeepots, is very thick, doubt- 
less to withstand the heat. Other 
pieces, however, are much thinner, 
some even having the delicacy of 
porcelain. 

The body of silver lustre was gen- 
erally reddish earthenware. Wedg-

Silver Resist 


The choicest of the English lus- 
tred ware is silver resist which was 
made by many Staffordshire potters 
including Wedgwood. It was made 
at Leeds, Castleford, Rotherham, 
and at the Don Pottery, Swinton. 

Silver resist was usually employ- 
ed on a cream colored body. Occas- 
ionally, however, other ground colors 
were used. The rarest is the silver 
resist on a canary ground, while a 
piece is sometimes found with a 
buff or turquoise base. 

There appears to have been some 
attempt to produce the designs on 
silver resist pieces by means of sten- 
cils in order to make the production 
less expensive, but it is doubtful if 
this method was used to any great 
extent. Generaily, each piece was 
decorated separately by freehand 
brushwork. The patterns were intri- 
cate and elaborate. The vine with 
its fruit and tendrils was a favorite 
motif and birds and flowers were 
very popular. Animals were rarely 
used although one piece in a large 
collection in England shows a lion 
while others exhibit hunting and 
farmyard scenes. About 1812 many 
presentation pieces were made in 
silver resist often with the name or 
initials of the recipient and the date. 

The process involved in making 
silver resist was as follows: the 
article to be decorated was dipped 
into or covered with white, cream or 
colored slip and fired. Then the 
pattern was painted upon it in an 
adhesive mixture which “resisted” 
the silver lustre when the piece was 
dipped into it and all the surface 
not covered with the resistent mix- 
ture became covered with the lustre. 
A second firing burnt away the 
resist mixture and fixed the silver 
lustre, the pattern standing out in 
the ground color. 


Gold Lustre 


Gold lustre includes pink and the 
various tones of red and was de- 
rived from a combination of gold 
and Purple of Cassius, the amount 
of gold used being very small. In 
this group of lustred ware, the base 
was always white—glazed, earthen- 
ware or porcelain. It is this white 
base which gives the pink color to 
the lustre, the depth of the color 
depending on the particular solution 
used. 

This type of lustre was made at 
many of the English potteries. 
Wedgwood produced pieces of a re- 
markable brilliancy. Pink, lavender, 
and purple lustre, mottled or other- 
wise, was also made at Sunderland, 
Swansea and by Moore & Co. of 
Southwick. One often hears the 
term “Sunderland” applied to all 
pink lustre of the mottled, marbled 
or spotted all-over design but it is 
certain that many of the finest 
examples were made by Wedgwood. 
Sunderland did make the much 
sought after gift jugs which sailors, 
soldiers and other travelers gave to 
friends before leaving on a journey. 
Appearing on these jugs were the 
names of both the giver and the 
recipient as well as some appropri- 
ate design and verse. 


A great many articles were made 
with historical significance which 
come under the designation of lus- 
tred ware but on which lustre bands 
only were used to emphasize the 
transfer design. 


It is in this pink lustre ware that 
so many choice tea-sets were made 
and which may be found today. 
Probably the most famous pattern 
used for their decoration was the 
great bridge over the Wear River. 
It was used in a variety of views. 
Another popular pattern was the so- 
called “House.” Sometimes the house

Comments 


Lustred ware is rarely marked. 
Oceasionally there are specimens 
with the initials L.P. (Leeds Pot- 
tery). or the words “Leeds Pottery” 
stenciled or impressed. The letters 
“C.G.” indicating the work of Charles 
Green of Leeds is occasionally found, 
as well as the name “Hartley, Green 
& Co.” also of Leeds. At times a 
piece bearing Wedgwood’s mark has 
been located. 

An occasional silver lustre piece 
has been found with the mark “War- 
burton” with a heart impressed; 
“Bailey and Harvey”; “Spode”; 
“Wood”; “Wilson”; “Minton”; “J. E. 
Wileman”; “Wood & Caldwell”; 
“Ralph Salt”; the star of Mayer; 
and an “R” thought to stand for 
Ridgeway. 

Plain lustre was also applied to 
figures. Enoch Wood used lustre 
both as a complete covering for his 
figures as well as a decoration for 
a portion only. One of the finest 
lustred figures Enoch Wood ever 
made is a bust of Whitfield, lustred 
to imitate bronze. This is in the 
Hanley (England) Museum. Ralph 
Salt of Hanley, as well as many 
other potters of the 1830’s and 
1840’s, made lustred figures. 

A serious drawback of all lustre 
is its lack of permanency, the lustre 
wearing off through ordinary use. 
It should never be washed in hot 
water.

WASHINGTON 


A three-color stamp design will be 
issued April 18, 1960, at Washing- 
ton, D. C., to stress the importance 
of water conservation—today our 
most precious and most limited nat- 
ural resource—according to Postmas- 
ter General Arthur E. Summerfield. 

The new stamp was designed by 
Elmo White, of the Department of 
Agriculture. 

Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield, in announcing the new 
stamp, observed that “no other re- 
source so directly affects the welfare, 
comfort and happiness of all people. 
Without water, soil cannot produce 
the food and fiber needed for our 
rapidly increasing population. This 
growing population multiplies our 
needs for water for domestic use, 
for sanitation and for manufactur- 
ing. 

“There is just so much water. We 
can meet the rising demands for wa- 
ter only by better use of what we 
have—by reducing needless waste— 
by protecting the watersheds upon 
which our water falls as rain and 
snow—by finding more efficient ways 
to use water. 

“It is because of the dependence on 
water in watersheds that this stamp 
will be released in conjunction with 
the Seventh National Watershed Con- 
gress. This Congress brings together 
each year representatives of many or- 
ganizations concerned with water 
problems.”

stamp may send addressed envelopes, 
together with remittance to cover the 
cost of the stamps to be affixed, to the 
Postmaster, Washington 13, D. C. A 
close-fitting enclosure of postal card 
thickness should be placed in each en- 
velope and the flap either turned in or 
sealed. The outside wrapper should be 
endorsed “First Day Covers 4c Water 
Conservation Stamp.” Orders must not 
include requests for uncanceled stamps. 

First day covers canceled during 
1959 totaled 12,377,477, as compared 
with 8,659,994 first day covers can- 
celed during 1958, according to Post- 
master General Arthur E. Summer- 
field, Figures for last year include 
the 4-cent Dr. Ephraim McDowell 
“Famous American” stamp released 
December 3, 1959, at Danville, Ken- 
tucky. 

The Danville postmaster has re- 
ported that 344,603 first day covers 
were canceled, and that 622,850 
stamps were sold, with a value of 


$24,914.00.

May 1960 mark the end of a deci- 
sive decade? We shall have to wait 
and see. There are straws in the 
wind that indicate a shift in world 
thinking and world problems. 

At the close of the war commu- 
nism felt set to spread throughout 
the world as a result of turmoil left 
by the great war. During the first 
five years post war Europe, with 
some help, dug in and began to re- 
place its reproductive power rather 
than passing into chaos. 

Communism waited and waited for 
the “sure” post war great depres- 
sion that was to give them the world 
on a silver platter. It did not come, 
and the past decade indicates it may 
never come. 

American “aid” and Russian dick- 
ering throughout the world for a de- 
cade has now shown plainly that en- 
thusiastic Russian promises do not 
pan out, and that American aid is 
not to be full support but merely 
some help. 

But the big change in the cold 
war over the decade has been the 
growth of a sense of production for 
the future, and present production of 
plants and machinery to serve that 
future. In this way the objective of 
the world seems «to be production 
rather than conquest. 

What if the first Russian approach 
to “peace” did not seem to have a 
tongue in the cheek? Reaction of the 
world as a whole may be turning 
it into reality, in what may turn out 
to be the close of a decisive decade.

A substantial return to the old 
songs of Americana is probably just 
around the corner, waiting to return. 
This may come this year or possibly 
later. As long as the dominant in- 
terest was in radio the songs of 
Americana were profuse and em- 
phasized. With a great shift of 
attention to T.V., the disc jockeys 
of radio have been somehow encour- 
aged to fill the airways with more 
and more new labels on the rock and 
roll fringe of music. 

But the real songs of America will 
always return, for there is real music 
in many of them. 


One hundred years ago the great 
era of river traffic on the Mississippi 
was beginning to wane and railroads 
were ready and waiting to make 
their dash across the country. The 
old, old river towns begin to have 
new significance with the centennial 
of their drift from greatness. 

We always applaud the spirit that 
each Spring brings Old Natchez back 
to life as the great old city at the 
terminus of the Natchez Trace. 

Just now our mind reverts to the 
historic town of Galena, IIl., great 
in historic importance, but largely 
overlooked in modern times. Galena 
was not even on the big river, but 
near it on the Galena River. It was 
named for the mineral lead. It had 
lead mines, and worked them, back 
in the days when bullets were money 
and power. Galena today is still do- 
ing business at the same old stand 
with minerals and stone. For the 
past few years, the old town, realiz- 
ing its historic importance, for a few 
days in September, has been opening 
its century old houses to the public. 

The houses include the one where 
lived one hundred years ago, one 
Captain Ulysses S. Grant, who had 
more or less fizzled out as an army 
officer, but left that home to join the 
Union forces in the Civil War, on 
his way to the presidency and a tre- 
mendous world tour.

American investments in many 
“underdeveloped” countries may be 
up for grabs during the next few 
years. The kickoff for this procedure 
comes from Cuba, but it is likely 
to be taken up by many other coun- 
tries where there is little understand- 
ing by some of the people as to how 


- investment in plants and equipment 


make a better life for the future. 

Back in early Americana Tom, 
Dick and Harry seemed to under- 
stand that railroads and factories 
and machines would in time help to 
make the kind of life they wanted. 
So, our forebears defended to the 
limit the rights of private property, 
and gradually built up the world’s 
greatest industrial plant. 

In many parts of the world capital 
equipment as factories, etc., was 
looked upon as something owned by 


the hated rich class, and fit for any 
kind of trouble. As a result these 
many parts of the world remained 
“underdeveloped,” and living stand- 
ards remained very low. 

Perhaps in the past thirty years 
America has been oversold on some 
distinction between “human rights” 
and “property rights.” “Property” 
generally refers to those plants and 
equipment that help to make human 
life more livable. 

It is interesting to note, that today, 
in all the world, the people of Russia 
are most thoroughly sold on the idea 
of building up such “property” as 
plants and equipment, for human 
benefits to come later.

The Supreme Court of Massachus- 
setts recently decided to carry on 
the gift of Benjamin Franklin to the 
end of its two hundred year period 
in 1990. At his death in 1790 Frank- 
lin left to his home city of Boston 
One Thousand Pounds Sterling, or 
say some $5,000, to be held and re- 
invested for the 200 years. Today 
the accumulated gift stands at a 
million and a half dollars. 

Two eighty-five year lifetimes have 
elapsed since the gift was made. We 
assume it has been protected all this 
time by investment in low-yield gilt 
edge properties. This gives an indi- 
cation of the very slow but sure 
value of money saved. Today it 
gives a certain power to the pru- 
dent sayings of Poor Richard.

Lancaster County, Pennsylvania, 
was the source of many pieces of 
old builder’s hardware, and furni- 
ture items for a friend of ours who 
several years ago restored an early 
Pennsylvania homestead. In report- 
ing his search he never did mention 
the old, old town of Conestoga that 
gave its name to important items 
of Americana. 

“Stogy” cigars are part of even 
our present day trade, but they were 
named for the town and_ region 
where early “settlements” ended and 
the “west” began. 

From this same timbered area came 
the famed “Conestoga” wagons or 
“prairie schooners” that sloped up 
in front and back to clear the rough 
terrain in the long hauls west.

Another Reason for Collecting 
Old Books 


NEW YORK — Your very interesting 
article of grasshoppers on the Great 
Plains, (January, 19¢v) is substantiated 
by a book called ‘‘American Pictures’’ by 
Rev. Samuel Manning, in which he 
writes of his experiences traveling across 
America in 1875. 

He says, ‘‘Crossing the Mississippi by 
the great bridge, which with its ap- 
proacnes is a mile and a quarter in 
length, traversing the State of Missouri, 
we enter Kansas. When I passed through 
this territory 1t was being devastated by 
a scourge of locusts, or grasshoppers 
as they are called here. In many places 
they covered the soil with a moving 
mass, and filled the air like snow-flakes 
on a snowy day. At a railroad station 
the train was not able to start till they 
had been swept from the track. The 
growing crops were cut off, tne trees 
stripped of their leaves, and the cattle 
were starving for want of food. The 
alarming extension of this insect pest, 
which has ravaged Kansas, Nebraska, 
and the neighboring states for the last 
two or three years is plausibly explained 
by the destruction of winged game on 
the prairies. The nidus of the grass- 
hoppers is the sage brush desert, at the 
foot of the Rockies. Their flight west- 
ward was checked by myriads of prairie 
fowl which devoured them greedily. The 
opening of the rapid railway communi- 
cation between the western country and 
the eastern seaboard has led to these 
birds being killed in countless numbers 
for sale in the New Engiand states, and 
for exportation to Europe. The barrier 
which previously existed to the spread 
of the locusts was thus removed. It 
affords a curious illustration of the in- 
timate relation which now unite distant 
nations, to find that an addition to our 
supply of food in England should bring 
disasters to cultivators of the soil at 
a distance of five thousand miles.” 

He continues to speak*of the abund- 
ance of antelope and elk, and that the 
buffalos and Indians were getting scarce. 

The pictures illustrating this old book 
are most delightful. Carrying the United 
States Mail through the Sierra Nevada, 
the streets in Denver with covered wa- 
gons and cattle lying about, Salt Lake 
City and the Mormon Temple, buffalo 
being scared by the huge engine, and 
the trains (crossing trestle bridges) 
which took a week to get to San 
Francisco .. New York with the Brook- 
lyn Bridge half finished, make a very 
interesting peep into the past.

AS GOOD AS GOLD 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


Gold, throughout civilized times 
has been the one rare metal that has 
always been stable, in demand, and 
desirable to all. There have been 
times when gold’s “popularity” has 
waned, as was the case throughout 
most of the world during the de- 
pression years of the 1930s. Not 
that it was unvopular, but that most 
countries were forced to go off the 
gold standard, hoarding what they 
could to protect their financial sys- 
tems. This was the case here in 
1988 when we went off the gold 
standard. There is nothing like gold 
for firm, solid, stable, value. Other 
moneys may inflate, as most do con- 
stantly, but gold always stays the 
same. The purchasing power of 
money has gradually gone down in 
value since the beginning of civilized 
times. There have been times when 
currencies temporarily stood still, 
but the downhill slide soon began 
again. 

During the Roman civilization, its 
medium of exchange, the silver de- 
narii gradually became debased, un- 
til, after several centuries they had 
degraded from a fine silver coin to 
a cheap copper, silver plated piece 
known as Antoniniani. Originally, 
the popular bronze pieces of the era 
were large and had great purchasing 
power. Through the ages, legisla- 
tion reduced their size, increased the 
number to a Denarius, in fact did 
everything to reduce the purchasing 
power of the coins. 

During the Middle Ages, kings 
would issue fine silver groats, and 
silver “pennies,” the common denom- 
inations of the times. Should the 
ruler get a little short financially, 
he would call these denominations in, 
and replace them with a cheap, low 
grade coin of similar design. 

The silver penny of the Dark Ages, 
a thin small silver coin about the 
size of a dime was the standard 
of the Dark Ages. One most likely 
had the purchasing power of more 
than one of our large silver dollars 
of today. Think how the purchasing 
power of a cent or penny has gone 
down. 

Even in our lifetime, the value of 
the dollar has constantly gone down 
until now its purchasing power is 
approximately one-third of what it 
was when we went off the gold 
standard in 1933. 

What has this done to gold? The 
value, in terms of dollars has gone 
up. While the government “pegged” 
price is still only around $35 per 
ounce (this is equivalent to the old 
$20 gold value), the open market 
trades in this quantity at around 
$40, or double the old face value. 

Therefore, it is easy to see that 
with the dollar down two-thirds and 
the gold up only double, gold now 
seems to be in a desirable position 
to buy, and particularly so, insofar 
as the flow of gold held by the gov- 
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ernment is out of the country to 

foreign hands to a considerable ex- 

tent. It must also be remembered 

that the cost of mining gold is such

The Historical 
Bible 


By PAUL W. SCHMIDTCHEN 


Recently, a group of British Ca- 
tholic scholars made a detailed study 
of the Revised Standard Version of 
the Bible and apparently found that 
a relatively few changes of language 
—some twenty passages — would 
make the RSV completely palatable 
for Catholic use! Add to this a 
similar imprimatur for the Old Test- 
ament on the part of Jewish theo- 
logians and we would makea Com- 
mon Bible acceptable to a decidedly 
major portion of the world’s inhabi- 
tants. This is, indeed, something to 
think about. Whether such will be 
done or whether we will continue 
to splinter our interpretation via the 
King James version or the Douai 
remains to be seen. Surely, in any 
case, a, recapitulation of how we ar- 
rived at this state would appear to 
be in order. 

It is a fact: you can get a Bible 
for nothing or it can cost you 
$1,000,000! It was the first book 
printed and the last book printed. 
It has been the most eagerly pub- 
lished book and it has been the most 
zealously condemned book. Although 
no contemporary account of either 
Testament exists as such, it has now 
been translated into over 1,000 dif- 
ferent languages and so has spanned 
the globe. It has over 775,000 words 
that have been meticulously copied 
by untold thousands of scribes for 
well over a thousand years. Its 
earliest fragments go back 2000 
years and since 1452 over two billion 
copies have left the presses. The 
Old Testament portiop was originally 
written in Hebrew, the New Testa- 
ment in Greek, the officially sanc- 
tioned language of the entire is in 
Latin, the most popular in English— 
and yet Christ and his disciples spoke 
in Aramaic! What do you actually 
know about this most renowned 
book? What are its antecedents? 
How did it get that way? 

The word Bible comes from the 
Greek and signifies “the (sacred) 
books.” It consists of two major 
parts, properly called covenants, 
which word was rendered into Latin 
as testament, i.e. the Old and the 
New Testaments. The Old Testa- 
ment is, of course, closely connected 
with the literature and history of 
Israel. The Jewish canon of the 
Old Testament books finds a division 
into three essential parts, to wit: a— 
The Torah or Law or Pentateuch, of 
five books (Genesis, Exodus, Levi- 
ticus, Numbers, Deuteronomy — and 
technically Joshua.) b—The Pro- 
phets, of eight books. (The Former 
Prophets: Joshua, Judges, Samuel, 


Kings and the Later Prophets: Is- 


aiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, the twelve 
Minor Prophets as one, i.e. Amos, 
Hosea, etc.) c—The Writings, of 
eleven books. (Psalms, Proverbs, 
Job, etc.) 

The Talmudic 24 books became the 
89 Old Testament books by simply 
sub-dividing the larger Jewish group- 
ings. The different order in the 
English Bible stems from the change 


.ineurred when the Hebrew Bible was 


translated into Greek sometime be- 
tween the 8rd and 1st Century B.C. 
The various books were arbitrarily 
divided into subjects and not ac- 
cording to the previous Hebrew dis- 
tinction. The Latin (Vulgate) con- 
tinued similarly and the Protestants 
in the early 16th Century merely 
separated those books with no He- 
brew original; these were carefully 
placed at the end of the Bible and 
called the Apocrypha. 

The patriarchal and earliest his- 
tory of the Israelites was probably 
first placed in written form circa 
10th Century B.C. by an unknown 
prophet now named “J” and some- 
what later by another now named 
“E”, Both, of course, drew upon 
already established accounts. About 
722 B.C., still another prophet now 
called “JE” combined the former 
and introduced some personal addi- 
tions. In the 7th Century B.C., the 
discourses of Deuteronomy were ab- 
sorbed and his influence upon sub- 
sequent books is distinctly notice- 
able. The next development belongs 
to the Priestly sections (P) and they 
probably date from 586 B.C. with 
the destruction of the Temple. Com- 
pilers of the later books follow in 
subsequent chronological order to 
about 165 B.C. 

However, all of our Hebrew ms. 
represent one and the same _ text 
called the Massoretie which dates 
from the 6th to 8th Century A.D. 
only. It is probable that this form 
was fairly well fixed by the begin- 
ning of the 2nd Century A.D. We 
should also mention in this connec- 
tion: the Greek Septuagint of the 
8rd Century B.C. and Jerome’s La- 
tin (Vulgate) of the last quarter of 
the 4th Century A.D. This, of course, 
is the direct line from which we 
have fashioned the modern version. 
What effect the recently discovered 
Dead Sea and other scrolls will have 
is still to be noted! 

The New Testament possesses 
“the (sacred) books” of the Christ- 
ians. The model throughout was, 
naturally, the Old Testament. We 
must remember that the Bible of 
Jesus and his disciples was the Old 
Testament and, furthermore, they 
took no exception to it. Moreover,

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counting and there actually exists 
no writing at all by the first genera- 
tion of Christians — if only because 
the second coming of the Messiah 
would tend to make them unneces- 
sary. As a matter of fact, the two 
epistles of Paul to the Thessalon- 
ians (C. 53 A.D.) are the oldest 
Christian documents that we have. 
These are followed by the Pauline ep- 
istles generally. The Gospels and 
Acts put in appearance accordingly 
with Mark (64-70 A.D.), Matthew 
(70-100 A.D.) as examples. 


The New Testament took rather 
definite form by the end of the 2nd 
Century A.D., and the Council of 
Carthage (397 A.D.) sanctioned for 
the West our present collection. The 
earliest available ms. just uncovered 
from a Jericho cave may be 2,000 
years old (the Isaiah Scroll). How- 
ever, the three major sources have 
been: the Codex Vaticanus (300- 
350 <A.D.), the Codex Sinaiticus 
(340 A.D.) and the Codex Alexan- 
drinus (400 A.D.) Jerome’s Vulgate 
translation of c.386 A.D. became, in 
essence, our standard text and from 
its inception, we can trace it right 
up to the Gutenberg Bible of 1452. 
The earliest printed critical edition 
after that was Estienne’s of 1528. 
In 1542, the Council of Trent made 
the Vulgate the only authentic one; 
in 1590, the Sixtine and in 1592, the 
Clementine were, in turn, heralded 
as the authoritative text — and are 
so held to this time. The English 
translation is contained in the 
Rheims-Douai Bible of 1582-1609. 


The first oe version in Eng- 
lish was in ms. by Wycliff c. 1382, 
but it was not until 1525 that we 
have a printed edition — and this 
by Tyndale of the New Testament 
alone. The first comvlete printed 
Bible was by Coverdale in 1535. 
Mention should here be made of 
the work of Erasmus (1516) and 
Luther (1522-34). The second Eng- 
lish Bible was by Matthews in 1537 
which was soon revised to the fa- 
mous Great Bible of 1539. Edition 
followed edition in rapid order with 
Henry VIII, Edward VI, Mary, and 
Elizabeth all sharply condemning 
Protestant and Catholic versions as 
their particular theological leanings 
moved them. 


Two specific English renderings 
are of the greatest importance, none- 
theless. In 1557, English exiles in 
Geneva came out with a New Testa- 
ment and in 1560 with the whole 
Bible. This became the most popu- 
lar book of the Elizabethan Age and 
is known best to us as the Puritan 
Bible. A competing work was the 
sumptuous Bishops’ 
whose 1602 edition became the basis 
for the world famous King James 
Bible of 1611. The “Authorized” 
finally supplanted all the others and 
its noble prose suffers in no com- 
parison with the best of Shakes- 
peare. A revised version appeared 
in 1881-85 and our present Revised 
Standard Version is dated 1946-52.

HESTER BATEMAN, Queen of Eng- 
lish Silversmiths by David S. Shure. 
Doubleday & Company, Inc., 575 Madison 
Avenue, New York 22, N.Y. 1959. 206 pp. 
$7.95. 


When she became widowed at the 
age of 51, Hester Bateman was able 
to step in and continue her husband’s 
business. John Bateman had a metal 
smithy and was called an outworker 
doing work for other craftsmen. Thus 
by helping John in his work Hester 
learned the craft and could carry on 
after his death. She did more than 
that. She transformed the business 
into the House of Bateman which 
was known for the fine design and 
quality of workmanship of the silver 
pieces made. 

The Bateman story began in 1760 
after John’s death and continued un- 
til their grandson William died in 
1850. The book contains photographs 
of about a hundred examples of sil- 
verware made by Hester and her de- 
cendants. Most of the Bateman silver 
is now in America, either in mu- 
seums or in private collections. It 
includes flatware, serving pieces, tea 
sets and many other pieces to be 
used in the home. Bateman silver 
is noted for its simple clean lines 
and its elegance. 

The author, David S. Shure, is an 
authority on Bateman silver. En- 
gaged in the silver business himself, 
he also is the Director of the Lon- 
don School of Fine Arts. The book 


will be an asset to anyone interested 


in fine silver.

Into 
one gay, beautifully annotated, and 
delightfully illustrated book she has 
put the honest, emotions of the peo- 
ple that came to make America. 

There are familiar songs here such 
as, “Home on the Range” and “Blow 
the Man Down,” as well as many 
that are lesser known and quite in- 
triguing.

The Key 


to European 
Playing Cards? 


By FRED G. TAYLOR 


A recent discovery of some 15th 
Century Turkish playing cards has 
put a sizeable crack in the founda- 
tion of the theory that playing cards 
found their way to Europe via China. 

The cards were discovered in the 
private vault of Top Kapu Saray 
in Istanbul. They measure 8 2/16” 
by 32/16”, have plain colored backs, 
and are hand painted in gold against 
a blue background. The deck con- 
sists of five suits: Cups, Coins, 
Swords, Clubs and Polo-sticks. Each 
suit consists of ten number and four 
court cards. 

Since the Islamic religion forbids 
the depicting of personages, the 
courts in this unusual deck are iden- 
tified by text only. One is obviously 
meant to be the king or sultan, and 
one his chamberlain or “naib.” 

The relationship — if not close 
identification — of these cards to 
their Italian and Spanish counter- 
parts is obvious. And while the 
reader is left to ponder the age-old 
question of which came first, the 
hen or the egg, it is interesting to 
note that the Italian writer Giovanni 
di Juzzo di CoveluzZ made mention 
of the fact that in 1379 a Turkish 
card game called “Naib” was known 
in Viterbo, Italy.

How to Spend $10,000 on Autographs 


One way of sampling the temper 
of the times is in terms of purchas- 
ing power. What kind of house can 
you buy for $15,000? What kind of 
vacation can you manage on $250? 
What kind of car can you buy for 
$2,500? And if some one gave you 
$10,000 and requested that you spend 
it on autographs at auction, what 
would you have been able to buy? 

The auction year (from July, 1958 
through June, 1959) is faithfully re- 
ported in a highly specialized. book 
entitled, American Book Prices Cur- 
rent, or ABC to the trade. The 
65th volume in the series, American 
Book Prices Current, 1959, was pub- 
lished in December, 1959, and was 
edited, as it has been for many years, 
by Edward Lazare. It reports the 
sales in the main auction houses 
in the United States and at Sothe- 
by’s in London. The London sales 
are exclusively for dealers, but in 
the American auction rooms both col- 
lectors and dealers bid on material. 
Most autograph collectors buying at 
auction prefer to have a dealer ex- 
amine and appraise the material and 
execute the bids at auction; in return 
for these services, the dealer receives 
a fee amounting to 10% of the total 
amount purchased. ‘ 

You could have had the pleasure 
of purchasing one of the illuminated 
manuscripts from the very distin- 
guished collection of the late C. W. 
Dyson Perrins. The first part of 
his collection was sold at Sotheby 
& Company in London on December 
9, 1958. You could have had your 
choice of Item No. 6 or Item No. 
81 at a price of £3,200 ($8,900). Item 
No. 6, entitled LATIN BIBLE is 
described in Sotheby’s catalog as 
follows: 

“On vellum. 468 11. Double col- 
umns. 58 lines. 143¢x9%4 in. (367 x 
223 mm.) Written in a bold gothic 
hand of Italian type. Headings in 
red. Running titles and chapter 
numbers in red and blue. Initials 
in red or blue with contrasting pen- 
work. English 19th-century binding 
of plain blue morocco, g. e. Leather 
slip case.” 

The provenance, exhibitions, and 
pertinent literature are noted, but 
of especial interest is the paragraph 
headed DECORATION:

“There are eighty-two large and 
finely drawn _ historiated initials. 
These average about 45 mm. square. 
The initial I of Genesis extends the 
whole length of the page and con- 
tains roundels with the seven days 
of creation and the Crucifixion. The 
chief colours are rich dark blue and 
light and dark shades of pink usu- 
ally used for backgrounds patterned 
with gold discs. There are no gold 
backgrounds. In addition the pro- 
logues have illuminated initials, 
some of them .. . being very ela- 
borate. There is a bar border round 
two sides of the first page which 
is also decorated with two birds, a 
dog and part of a dragon, and the bar 
extensions of I of Genesis support 
two lions and two cranes.” 

Item No. 31, which also fetched 
£3,200, was entitled PASSIO CHRIS- 
TI. It was decorated with thirty- 
one woodcuts of scenes such as The 
Crucifixion, The Infant Christ, Christ 
before Pilate, and Christ taking leave 
of His Mother. An authority on 
manuscripts of this period and place 
noted that twenty-five of the wood- 
cuts are unique. 

If illuminated manuscripts do not 
thrill you to the marrow, there are 
other fields which might exert a 
substantial attraction: music and li- 
terary material, the Revolutionary 
Wars, and the American Indians, 
just to mention a few. However, 
if you decide to spend about $10,000 
in either of these areas, you would 
have to buy several items. 

For example, in the area of the 
Revolutionary War, you could spend 
about $3,000 on the following items: 

Ethan Allen. A handwritten let- 
ter signed. Dated 8 June 1779. To 
Stephen R. Bradley. Written in be- 
-half of one of the Green Mountain 
Boys. $725. 

Benedict Arnold. A handwritten 
letter signed. Dated 30 November 
1778. Five pages. To General Philip 
Schuyler. About the progress of his 
wound; his scorn for Congress; his 
hopes for a settlement on the Mo- 
hawk River. $350.

John Banister. A handwritten let- 
ter signed. Dated November, 1777. 
Two and one-half pages. To Theo- 
dorick Bland. A _ personal account 
of the Battle of Germantown. $180. 

General John Burgoyne. An ex- 
tensively revised draft of a handwrit- 
ten letter signed to Lord North. Five 
pages. About the capture of Ticon- 
deroga. (£100) $280. 

Patrick Henry. A _ handwritten 
letter signed. Dated 8 September 
1777. One page. To General Wash- 
ington about the defence of Virginia. 
$525. 

John Paul Jones. A handwritten 
document signed. Dated 24 Septem- 
ber 1776. One page, signed with 
initials: “J. P. J., Captain.” A 
certification that he had turned over 
the prize Schooner “Betsy” to Mr. 
Dorey to transport British subjects 
to their homes. $525. 

Richard Henry Lee. A handwritten 
letter signed. Dated July 6, 1776! 
Two and one-half pages. To Gen- 
eral Charles Lee, reporting a con- 
spiracy to assassinate Washington. 
$375. 

If you could go a bit over your 
limit of $10,000, you could add to 
the above group every handwritten 
letter of Washington which was of- 
fered for sale at auction during the 
auction year! Some of the letters 
are of the post-war period, but the 
nineteen handwritten letters which 
were sold brought a total of $7,605. 
These letters with the exciting let- 
ters entirely of the war period would 
give you a substantial group to show 
for your money. 

Just for the record, the handwrit- 
ten letters unsigned, the letters 
signed but written in another hand, 
and the documents signed by Wash- 
ington which appeared during the 
auction year could have been prr- 
chased for $7,190. 

Money could have been spent on 
music autographs as freely as a 
couple could glide through the mea- 
sures of the Blue Danube Waltz. 
With a check book handy you could 
have spent in London almost four 
times the amount of your allowance, 
about $40,000, on the following mu- 
sic manuscripts and letters of great 
musicians: 
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Johann Sebastian Bach. Auto- 
graph Music, Six Organ Chorale Pre- 
ludes. Seven pages. £1,000. ($2800). 

Beethoven. Autograph Music.

This is the extent of your purchas- 
ing power at auction during the 
1958-59 auction year. What will the 
next season’s report bring? 


EARLY AUTOGRAPH 
CATALOG NOTES 


On reading an autograph catalog 
for the first time the beginning col- 
lector might be puzzled by the de- 
scriptive terms. Here are the most 
common: 

A.L.S. - Autograph Letter Signed, 
or a letter entirely in the hand- 
writing of and signed by a speci- 
fied person. 

L.S. - Letter Signed. The body of 
the letter may be printed, typed, 
or in another handwriting, but the 
letter is signed by a specified per- 
son. 

A.D.S. - Autograph Document Sign- 
ed, or a document entirely in the 
handwriting of and signed by a 
specified person. 

D.S. - Document ‘Signed. The body of 
the document may be printed, 
typed, or in another handwriting, 
but the document is signed by a 
specified person. 

The three most frequent sizes of 
autographs are: 

Folio (abbreviated to fol.) is 12” x 
16”, or, roughly, the size of legal 
stationery. 

Quarto (abbreviated to 4to) is 8” x 
12”, or the size of the usual sheet 
of typewriter paper. 

Octavo - (8vo) is 6” x 8”, or, equally 

frequently, 4” x 8”.

America’s “Wooden Age” 


It was once common to refer to 
the span of aboriginal life in North 
America as “The Stone Age in North 
America.” 

We no longer hear that designation. 
But we still hear reference to “pre- 
historic” with a bias toward stone 
artifacts as representative of the 
“prehistoric” period. 

Stone was, however, no more pre- 
dominant than iron is today, though 
the old-fashioned practice was to 
refer to this last “age” as the Iron 
Age. In fact if a measurement could 
be made it might well be that some 
other materials would exceed stone 
as the most used material in the 
“prehistoric” era. 

Let us assume one would be wood. 

Beginning with the most common 
of “stone age” artifacts, the arrow- 
head, a frank look tells us that for 
every arrowhead the bulk of wood in 
the shaft that it tipped was several 
times greater, Spearheads evidence a 
still greater preponderance of wood. 

Axeheads are fairly large stone 
objects, but surviving axes (and ad- 
zes) indicate that in very few cases 
did their bulk exceed that. of their 
handles, 

Taking the largest of common stone 
objects, mortars, while there was no 
wood involved with a stone mortar 
there were wooden mortars, and from 
what is known bye surviving mortars 
they were numerous, possibly more 
numerous than stone mortars. 

In short, practically every stone 
object that is common in “prehis- 
toric” collections involved a now mis- 
sing portion of wood that was appre- 
ciably larger. 

Of wooden objects that have left 
little or no trace because of the ab- 
sence of any imperishable material 
associated with them there must have 
been milliions, the total bulk of which 


would not only dwarf stone but out- 


weigh it. 

Just where an “artifact” begins 
and other structures or constructions 
by the hands of man end is pretty 
vague. Is a totem pole an artifact? 
If it is, it is probably the largest 
of artifacts, and it is wooden. 

Canoes would be a close second; 
led, of course, by the huge boats 
made by the Northwest Coast Indians. 

In addition to wooden mortars, 
some of which were sections of logs 
hollowed out, receptacles of wood 
were made by all Indians, the North-

west Coast Indians leading again as 
the greatest, and probably the busiest, 
of wood users. 

Wooden pestles were used extens- 
ively by Eastern Woodland Indians, 
some of them bigger than baseball 
bats, Similar in shape and size, clubs 
for killing game and human beings 
appear in all areas, many of them 
in highly specialized forms, 

In furniture the Indians of North- 
west California made stools and wood- 
en pillows. The Plains Indians used 
tripods on which to hang tipi effects 
and on which to rest the head of a 
bed created from wooden stick slats. 
Poles for their tipis and travois were 
used, and, what is not commonly 
known, wooden utensils were made 
and used as well as those of rawhide. 

Wooden plates, bowls, spoons, and 
ladles were made and used by many 
tribes of Indians, and even among 
the Eskimos with whom wood was a 
scarcity. Some of these utensils were 
highly ornate and evidently regarded 
as we regard fine china and silver. 
Most numerous and elaborate are 
those of the Northwest Coast In- 
dians (again). 

No aboriginal group, in fact, car- 
ried on its affairs without extensive 
and vital use of wood; the nearest to 
being “woodless,” of course, being the 
Arctic Eskimos. That the Eskimos 
would use this material when they 
had it, however, is attested by its 
rather profuse use among the south- 
ern Eskimos of Alaska who had 
enough to use in making luxuries 
such as huge masks of grotesque and 
elaborate nature, as well as decor- 
ated bowls and other utensils. 

It would invite inaccuracy to try 
to cite any one group of Indians 
as the least of wood users (in con- 
trast to the status of the Northwest 
Coast Indians as the greatest.) But 
it is likely that the Indians of the 
Southwest and California would vie 
with the Plains Indians in this _res- 
pect; the former replacing a great 
many ordinarily wooden articles with 
basketry (on the Coast) and pottery 
(in the Southwest), while on the 
Plains, of course, leather wes a 
much used material. 

In the line of houses the North- 
west Coast Indians again led with 
conventional wooden houses, many 
of great size. The Eastern Wood- 
land Indians also’ built wooden 
houses, but of light bark and lattice 


nature. Use of wood for dwellings 
in the ‘Southwest was limited to pole 
and brush roofing and among the 
more primitive groups to pole and 
brush shelters. 3 

The Plains Indians, as noted, used 
wood only in their tipi poles, al- 
though those who inhabited semi- 
permanent villages used logs in con- 
junction with earth, a combirjation 
also used by the Navajos. j 

In fact, the only dwellings  with- 
out wood were probably thoge of 
the Eskimos when wood was some- 
times replaced (not too commonly) 
by whale bone, or when constructing 
(to a very limited extent) their snow 
and ice igloos. 

After this survey perhaps one will 
be inclined to substitute for ‘Stone 
Age” the more appropriate “Wooden 
Age”?

When modern voyageurs canoe the 
famous white water rivers surround- 
ing Hayward, Spooner and Winter, 
(Wis.) they aren’t using birchbark 
canoes like the early explorers and 
fur trappers. But at Historyland’s 
Indian village the lost art of build- 
ing birchbark canoes is being re- 
vived and canoes just like the ones 
used in pioneering Wisconsin are 
under construction for the public to 
see. They are in every detail exactly 
like the ones that traveled Hay- 
ward’s lakes and rivers centuries 
ago and represent the high degree 
of skill achieved by the Chippewa 
Indians. 

In order to preserve this artistic 
craft for public attention, History- 
land has invited the only Indian 
canoe builder still living in the mid- 
west to come from Minnesota’s 
Mille Lacs reservation to Hayward.

The Court 
Oreilles Indians at Historyland are 
learning from him every step in 
the exacting art of making birchbark 
canoes from nature’s raw materials, 
all of which grow within walking 
distance of Historyland. Because Mr. 
White only speaks Chippewa, the 
Hayward Indians are describing the 
craft for visitors. 

Spruce pitch, jackpine roots, birch- 
bark, white cedar are still the same 
materials assembled in the same tra- 
ditional and skillful way. True, birch- 
bark canoes weren’t as tough as 
the aluminum ones today, but they 
were tough enough to travel sixty 
miles in a day, hold twelve men and 
a ton of supplies, ride the rapids 
yet repair quickly. There’s real art 
knowing the exact form, the right 
pressure to bear, the technique that 
makes a birchbark canoe come alive 
to a paddle and turn on a dime. 
Watching “Way-Gee-Dee- Bee-Ozay” 
at work is like stepping back in 
history to see the origin of a modern 
sport that becomes more popular 
every day, an art that is centuries 
old, perfected by the American 
Indian.

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Philip Norman’s Match Book Covers 


When Philip Norman, radio com- 
mentator on station KNX, Los An- 


geles, traveled with writer and an- 
thologist Ted Malone across the na- 
tion from coast to coast and border 
to border, he developed his hobby 
of collecting match book covers as 
a sideline interest. This particular 
hobby, probably more than any other, 
is made doubly interesting by ac- 
quiring examples as one travels. 
What could be more encouraging 
than adding several different match 
books to one’s collection day by day? 
The broad aspects of the hobby make 
it most alluring. The wide range 
for collecting in this particular field 
is so extensive that many find it best 
to specialize in a few related sub- 
jects. For example, there are the res- 
taurants, cafeterias, tea rooms, cof- 
fee shops, and various items of food. 


Hotels, motels, inns, and restau- 
rants almost always include in their 
advertising program the free distri- 
bution of match books. Tiny though 
they are, these small items carry a 
tremendous advertising message and 
the match books often find their way 
thousands of miles from home. Sur- 
prisingly, too, the message is effec- 
tive or this medium would not be in 
such universal use, 


Between 1945 and 1950 Philip Nor- 
man was producer for Ted Malone’s 
show called Between the Book Ends. 
As they traveled across the country 
for Westinghouse, broadcasting in 
large cities and small hamlets in 
most every state, Mr. Norman pur- 
sued his hobby of match cover col- 
lecting. The travelers went to Port- 
land, Ore., for the Rose Festival; to 
the Azalea Festival in South Caro- 
lina; and to other cities where spe- 
cial events were’ in progress. They 
spent a week in Michigan and while 
there visited the furniture factories 
at Grand Rapids. They broadcast 
from Philadelphia during the Re- 
publican Convention in 1948. Besides 


broadcasting radio programs, Mr. 
Malone often spoke before civic 
groups in the various cities; and 


among Mr. Norman’s cherished match 
books is one with a gold foil cover 
imprinted, “The Pittsburgh Adver- 
tising Club Welcomes Ted Malone.” 


Match books are made in various 


sizes and among Mr. Norman’s giant 
size books is one which carries the 
greeting, “Merry Christmas, Happy 
New Year.” On the inside are the 
large flat matches imprinted with a 
candle and spray of holly. Another, 
advises the recipient to “Light Up 
and Listen to WGFG, ABC in Kala- 
mazoo, 1860 on Your Dial.” On the 
inside, every other match is imprint- 
ed with the words, “Everyone Listens 
to WGFG,” and on the matches in 
between these is the name of the net- 
work. These giant size match books

measure approximately 3% x 44 
inches. Each of these has eleven 
matches, the matches being tall, wide, 
and quite flat. Most books have small- 
er matches and contain forty, thir- 
ty, twenty-one, twenty, fifteen, or 
only ten matches, the latter number 
being in the miniature books of 
which Mr. Norman has several exam- 
ples. One of these is from a Denver 
restaurant advertising, “Dine Fine 
at the Navarre, Famous Since 1888.” 
Another is from the “Old Knicker- 
bocker Music Hall, New York’s Only 
Theatre Cafe.” 

Although hotels are among the es- 
tablishments using match books for 
advertising probably as much or more 
than any other business, these cov- 
ers should not be shunned just be- 
cause they are plentiful. A resource- 
ful collector can get covers from 
every state capitol in the country, 
then from the county seats of the 


counties in those states which partic- 
ularly interest him, etc. Many of 
these covers have photographs or 
drawings of the hotel on the cover, 
and this brings to the collector’s at- 
tention the variations in American 
architecture. Some structures are old 
and venerable and date from the turn 
of the century or earlier, Others are 
very modern in design. They are all 
a bit of Americana in miniature pic- 
tures it is true, but none the less 
worth keeping as souvenirs of Amer- 
ica’s growth and change. 

In the hotel group Philip Norman 
has covers from Hotel Congressional 
in Washington, D. C., and Hotel 
Good “on the ocean” at Miami Beach, 
Fla. A drawing of this latter hotel 
is on the cover, and on the inside is 
a long list of the many hotels in 
the chain. There is The Knickerbock- 
er in Hollywood, the Brown Palace 
in Denver, Hotel Cleveland in Ohio, 
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Hotel Utah in Salt Lake City, the 
Drake and Benjamin Franklin Ho- 
tels in Philadelphia, the Mark Hop- 
kins in San Francisco, the El Cortez 
in San Diego, and Hotel Statler in 
Los Angeles with a list of the vari- 
ous hotels in the chain. A person can 
spend many pleasant hours looking 
over a collection such as this, Any- 
one who has traveled extensively will 
find, among the match books, adver- 
tisements of various landmarks which 
bring to mind fond recollections of 
pleasant trips in bygone years. 

When Charles Lindbergh flew the 
Atlantic in May, 1927, a match book 
was printed to celebrate the event. 
These are scarce and very desir- 
able today. Various air lines have 
match books such as the red, white, 
and blue cover of Continental Air 
Lines with the slogan, “Serving the 
West.” On the reverse side of this 
match book is a gasoline advertise- 
ment, so it is an example of two 
ads on one cover, that of a company 
and of a product, Besides the air 
lines, there are the bus lines, trains, 
automobiles, van lines, ete., in the 
transportation group. The automo- 
bile industry has its share of related 
subjects with covers of tires, bat- 
teries, spark plugs, garages, etc. to 
be included in any comprehensive 
group. 

There are specialized nature sub- 
jects which are appealing to chil- 
dren as well as adults. There are 
birds, flowers, dogs, horses, tropical 
fish, etc. Lovers of animals can get 
the Republican elephant, the Borden 
cow, a series of dogs, and many 
others. Musicians can collect covers 
from bands or the series on compos- 
ers which includes Chopin, Beethoven, 
etc. 

Many notable personages have 
match books to their special order; 
and it is becomingsmore and more 
common for anyone who wants to 
celebrate an anniversary, announce 
an engagement, or convey the sea- 
son’s greetings to use this as an 
excuse to order appropriate match 
books, As mentioned previously, some- 
times the advertisement or announce- 
ment is printed on the matches in- 
side as well as on the cover. Those 
books having letters or slogans on 
the matches are a little more un- 
usual and therefore add a certain 
amount of glamour to a collection. 

On jazz player Jerry Condon’s per- 
sonal match book is a quotation from 
The New Yorker, “Hot Music in its 
Finest Flower.” Another match book 
which conveys the owner’s individ- 
uality is of red suede finish with a 
girl’s name in silvér enclosing twen- 
ty white tipped matches inside. A 
husband and wife’s first names on a 
miniature match book is another in 
the “personal” group. The president 
of the United States and many other 
government officials and members of 
the armed forces have their personal 
match covers. Candidates for public 
office often advertise through this 
medium, Patriotic and historic match 
books are much in demand among col- 
lectors, as are those of the ships of 
the United States Navy. 
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The state of Texas is represented in 
Philip Norman’s collection with a 
fine cover having a map of the state 
on the outside and, on the inside, 
pictures of the Capitol Building, The 
Alamo, the Home of Sam Houston, 
and San Jacinto Monument near 
Houston. The San Diego, California 
convention and Tourist Bureau cir- 
culates a match book advising the 
recipient to “Send Today for Free 
Folder.” Conveniently printed inside 
is an order blank for anyone to use 
in asking for free copies of various 
publicity materials. This provides a 
method of checking by which the ad- 
vertiser can determine how many an- 
swers are received directly from the 
match books. 


A few match covers are shaped 
to suggest the product or subject ad- 
vertised. This is exemplified in Mr. 
Norman’s collection by the match 
books of a radio station in San Diego. 
What appears to be a long, narrow 
match book is really a holder for six 
small ones tucked inside, each of 
which is shaped like a phonograph 
record on a stand. The record is dec- 
orated with musical notes and the 
words “KCBQ, Home of the Hit Par- 
aders.” 

Frank Caspar Enterprises is a 
chain of restaurants and Mr. Nor- 
man has match covers from several 
of these, each one having on the in- 
side, printed on the matches from top 
to bottom, the names of the restau- 
rants in the chain, One is the Stock- 
holm, another is the La Salle Du Bois 
with French Cuisine, and there are 
others. These have tweny-one match- 
es each. The Silvermine Tavern in 
Norwalk, Conn., advertises with the 
following description printed across 
the matches: “An enchanting old 
time country inn overlooking the riv- 
er and waterfall.”’ There is The Bea- 
con Supper Club in Denver, and the 
Finland House Restaurant in New 
York represented in his collection. 
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The latter advertises, a 
Finnish Hors D’Oeuvres.” The 
Coach Grill has a thirty stick Bee 
book. “Fine Chinese Food” is fea- 
tured by The Chinese Trader restau- 
rant according to their match book 
cover which is printed in an exotic 
black and red. On the inside is a 
convenient map showing the main 
streets leading to the restaurant. 
Another attractive cover comes from 
“Don the Beachcomber, ‘Host to Dip- 
lomat and Beachcomber, Prince and 
Pirate,” with the name and a picture 
of a windswept beach printed across 
the matches. On the inside of the 
cover itself is a delineation of the 
streets leading to the restaurant. 
This feature of a handy map for 
ready reference by patrons is quite 
often used by restaurants and hotels. 

Housewives can collect covers hav- 
ing recipes printed inside. A gour- 
met would no doubt appreciate the 
covers from famous _ restaurants. 
Some persons might prefer the food 
items such as soups, soft drinks, cof- 
fee, tea, raisins, biscuits, ete. There 
are also specialized subjects within 
a selected group, such as Chinese 
restaurants or sea food grottos. 

The first patent on book matches 
was taken out in 1892 by Joshua 
Pusey, a lawyer living in Philadel- 
phia. William Wrigley was one of 
the first persons to use match books 
for advertising, and his orders to- 
taled in the millions, At first the 
matchbooks were sold, but later they 
were given away as evidence of good 
will; and now they are almost always 
distributed gratis to anyone who 
cares to take them. 

Philip Norman finds his collection 
a fascinating subject to talk about 
because everyone seems interested in 
these useful items with their short 
and clever advertisements. Match 
book cover collecting is a hobby 
which appeals to young and old alike. 


Collection of “Sensing Instruments” 


The eyes, ears, and other senses of 
the automatic factory of today are 
delicate instruments which serve in 
place of human senses to control the 
flow of materials and power. The 
Smithsonian Institution recently op- 
ened an exhibit of the development of 
one of these sensing instruments, the 
industrial pyrometer, a descendant of 
the simple thermometer. 

The instruments shown were de- 
veloped by Edward P. Brown, a pio- 
neer maker of industrial instruments 
in the United States, and were pre- 
sented by his son, Richard P. Brown, 
in commemoration of a century of 
manufacture of pyrometers by the 
Brown Instrument Co. of Philadel- 
phia, now a division of the Minne- 
apolis-Honeywell Regulator Co. 

The exhibit shows the development 
of the instrument from 1872, when 
Mr. Brown patented an instrument 


based on the expansion of a heated 
metal rod, for use in measuring the 
high temperature of blast furnace 
gases. Later instruments shown in- 
clude an early electric pyrometer 
which acted through the electricity 
generated by a “thermocouple,” a 
circuit composed of two metals which 
are heated at their point of juncture. 
Still later is the pyrometer which 
maintains its record through a pen 
that marks a paper moved by clock- 
work, and finally the modern control- 
ler, which contains automatic switch- 
es to regulate the flow of heat in a 
furnace so as to maintain in it a 
constant temperature. Such instru- 
ments as this are at the heart of 
modern automated processes. In the 
exhibit this instrument can be oper- 
ated by the visitor to maintain the 
temperature of a small furnace.

European arms and armor in the 
Metropolitan Museum, New York 
City, ranks with the world’s most 
complete and magnificent collections, 
in the great national armories in 
Vienna, Madrid and Paris. 

The collection includes more than 
450 pieces with historical associa- 
tions and signed works by many of 
the best-known artist-armorers. They 
are drawn largely from several ma- 
jor collections, notably those of Wil- 
liam H. Riggs, Jean Jacques Reubell, 
Giovanni Pertinax Morosini, Bash- 
ford Dean and Rutherfurd Stuyve- 
sant, which were acquired by the 
Museum through gift and bequest 
during the last half century. Assem- 
bled from these and other resources, 
the collection illustrates the histor- 
ical sequence of various types of 
weapons and armor from 1400 to 
1800, with special emphasis on the 
intrinsic beauty of individual pieces. 


There is also equestrian equip- 
ment for battle, parade and tourna- 
ment; medieval and_ renaissance 
arms and armor; the laiter exempli- 
fying work of distinguished armor- 
ers of Milan, Augsburg and Paris; 
swords and daggers; and sporting 
weapons including firearms, cross- 
bows and shafted weapons. There 
are also American weapons. 

Mounted on life-size horses in full 
armor, are figures displaying 
knights’ battle and parade equip- 
ment. There are also impressive se- 
ries of armored knights on foot. 
Also magnificent saddles, stirrups 
and spurs. 

Richly decorated shafted weapons, 
recall the pomp and ceremony of an- 
cient warfare. Carried by the State 
Guards of the Imperial House of 
Austria, of Louis XIV of France, the

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Prince Archbishops of the Holy Ro- 
man Empire, Saxon Electors, Dukes 
of Bavaria and Italian princes, these 
weapons of state had a humble or- 
igin; they developed from the prim- 
itive polearms carried by the peasan- 
try when they were drafted into 
military service. 


There are splendid work in steel, 
accessories that show a variety of 
materials and techniques. Among 
these are heraldic enamels, a saddle 
enriched with sculptured staghorn 
plaques, carved ivory dagger grips, 
and skilfully tooled leather sword 
and dagger sheaths. 


Earliest defensive elements in the 
collections, a Frankish helmet and 
a shield boss of the 6th century, are 
there as well as a series of cru- 
saders’ helmets found in 1840 in the 
Castle of Chalcis on the island of 
Euboea, off the coast of Greece. 


The most magnificent pieces in the 
collection are those of the Renais- 
sance, Renaissance armor, having lit- 
tle to do with war and worn for 
state occasions, tournaments and 
pageants, was designed for display 
rather than use. Highly developed 
techniques of surface enrichment 
were employed. Surfaces were fluted, 
or channeled, giving an _ effective 
play of light and shadow, colored, 
etched, gilded, embossed and damas- 
cened. 


The armor of Galiot de Genouilhac 
(1465-1546), a distinguished mem- 
ber of one of France’s great feudal 
families, who served as Master of 
Artillery under Louis XII and Fran- 
cis I, is considered to be the finest 
etched and gilded Renaissance har- 
ness in existence. Its etched and 
mercury-gilded surface indicates that 
it is similar to the one Genouilhac 
wore at the ceremonies held on the 
Field of the Cloth of Gold. 


A richly embossed parade helmet 
of Francis I dated 1543 and signed 
by Philip de Negroli, the celebrated 
Milanese armorer, and sumptuous 
parade armor which belonged to Hen- 
ry II of France, are also among the 
Museum’s finest renaissance armor. 
Made for Louis XIV of France are 
a silver helmet and shield with gilded 
bronze mounts. From the Elizabethan 
court come four magnificent har- 
nesses made in the royal workshops 
at Greenwich, and from the ancient 
armory of the Medici is an embossed

Appletons 1869, Art Interchange 1880, 
Pallour 1858, 1859, Every Saturday 1871, 
Frank Leslies 1865, '66, ’67; Frank Les- 
lies Chimney Corner 1865, Riverside Mag- 
azine for Young 1867, Our Young Folks 
1866, ’°69; Hearth and Home 1869, Harp- 
ers Bazaar 1868, ’69, ’70, ’75. Quote dates 
and prices. — Mrs, F. P. Taft, 82 Mer- 
riman St., Rochester, N. Y. mh1405 
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There were bundles of all sorts of 
papers and pamphlets, and I carted 
off about a quarter of the lot that 
weren’t too cirty. What fun sorting 
them out after some of the dust of 
years had been cleaned off. In the 
old days, our fathers and grandfa- 
thers threw nothing away, and the 
junk of a hundred years ago has be- 
come the antiques of today. 

I would like to tell about just a 
few of the items culled from the 
“‘mess.” 

The first newspaper in America 
was printed in Boston, Mass., on 
September 25, 1690, entitled “Num- 
ber 1. Publick Occurrences Both 
Foreign and Domestick, Boston, 
Thursday, Sept. 25th, 1690.” 

It was printed by R. Pierce for 

Benjamin Harris at the London Cof- 
fee House. A small paper doubled, 
printed on three pages, two columns 
each. It was suppressed because it 
was not licensed and also because it 
contained “Reflections of a very high 
nature.” Most of the copies printed 
were destroyed, as only one copy has 
ever been found. This old newspaper 
makes interesting reading even to- 
day, and I quote at random: 
“The Christianized Indians in some 
parts of Plimouth have newly ap- 
pointed a day of Thanksgiving to 
God for his Mercy in supplying their 
extream and pinching necessities un- 
der their late want of Corn, and for 
His giving them now a prospect of 
a very Comfortable Harvest. Their 
Example may be worth Mentioning.” 
And again— 

“While the barbarous Indians were 
lurking about Chelmsford, there were 
missing about the beginning of this 
month, a couple of children belong- 
ing to a man of that Town, one of 
them aged about eleven, the other 
aged about nine years, both of them 
supposed to be fallen into the hands 
of the Indians.” And, further on — 
“Epidemical Fevers and Agues grow 
very common in some parts of the 
Country, whereof, tho’ many dye not, 
yet they are sorely unfitted for their 
imployments.” 

I wish that I could report that this 
was another scarce original, but the 
copy I quote from is interesting due 
to the scarcity of the original. It 
was printed, copyrighted, 1897, by 
Samuel A. Green, and given away 
with the twenty-fifth anniversary 
number of the Boston Globe, Thurs- 
day, March 4, 1897. 

Another interesting old paper, 
“The Massachusetts Centinel” pub- 
lished on Wednesdays and Saturdays. 
Uninfluenced by Party, our aim to 
be just.” The facsimile I have was 
issued also by the Boston Globe as 
a Souvenir of the Washington Cen- 
tennial Celebration, April 29 and 30, 
1889, and is a copy of Number 13 
of Vol. XII, Wednesday, October 28, 
1789. This contains an account of 
the President’s tour through the 
Eastern States, with a description of 
the Parade—“And fireworks were 
exhibited in several parts of the 
town; in State Street (Boston) the 
Bunch-of-Grapes, the Eastern Coffee- 
House, Hoyts and Jones’s Rooms and 
made a handsome appearance; and 
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several fireworks were let off from 
the Castle; and from the French 
ships, which were beautifully illu- 
minated.” And in the advertising 
columns — 

“Wanted, a Journeyman Hairdres- 
ser, one who is a workman may have 
constant employ, punctual pay, and 
generous wages by inquiring of the 
Printer.” 

“Will be sold by Publick -Vendue at 
Lewis Hoyt’s office State Street — 
a large and valuable collection of 
new books lately imported (etc., etc.). 
Goldsmith’s Natural History, 8 volu- 
mes with fine cuts; the Poetical 
Works of Peter Pindar, Esq., a dis- 
tant relation of the Poet Thebes, the 
English edition of the celebrated 
work sold at a guinea in “London.” 

“To be sold or exchanged-—a farm 
in Lancaster for a small house in 
Boston. New Garden seeds of the 
best quality (very suitable for the 
West-Indies) to be sold cheap at the 
Garden in Cow-Lane, near the head 
of Federal Street.” 

Another most interesting facsimile 
(copyright, 1870) and distributed by 
the Loan Committee of the Old South 
Meeting-House (Boston) of the first 
newspaper ever printed in America 
— The Boston News Letter 1704. 
(The only copies of the first number 
of this paper known to be in exis- 
tence are in the possession of the 
Massachusetts Historical Society,

I started this article under the 
heading “I’m a green card collector,” 
but on second thought I didn’t know 
how it would look if I admitted the 
fact in my first contribution after 
taking the reins from my good 
friend Louise Collins, who has had 
to take a leave of absence from 
the department. 

It is true, however, I like the 
color green, so therefore, I am a 
green card collector. Of course, I 
am referring to the many beautiful 
cards that were circulated a few 
years back around the 17th of 
March. 

St. Patrick’s Day in the early part 
of the 1900’s seems to have been an 
important holiday for everyone, not 
just the Irish, because cards were 
sent by the thousands to and from 
people of all nationalities. 

I have as many, if not more, cards 
of St. Patrick’s Day as I do of 
Christmas. They picture all the tra- 
ditional items in their designs such 
as Shamrocks, Shillalahs, Harps, 
Clay Pipes, Irish Potatoes, ete. 
Others show scenes of the Emerald 
Isle, the castles, lakes, rivers, rock 
formations, monuments and city 
views. Still others show Irish col- 
leens, Saint Patrick, the flag and 
map of Ireland and also the flag 
of the United States. A few of the 
cards are humorous. The predomin- 
ate color on about all of the cards 
is green but many of them have quite 
a bit of gold in the design. 

A number of cards are signed by 
Ellen H. Clapsaddle, a popular ar- 
tist and designer of her day and a 
familiar name to collectors of holi- 
day post cards. Her signature on a 
card is much sought after. Some of 
the cards bearing her designs do not 
have a signature but they are still 
usually worth while cards. 

“She’s not a dull or cold land; 

No: she’s a warm and bold land; 
Oh: she’s a true and old land— 

This native land of mine.” 

This and other verse can be found 
on many St. Patrick’s Day cards as 
well as songsand sayings along with 
the usual greetings: “Erin Go 
Bragh”, “Ireland Forever” and “St. 
Patrick’s Day Greetings.” 

Some cards are also quite decor- 
ative, with real shamrocks attached, 
or an envelope of shaiarock seeds. 
Others have metal crosses or felt 
and satin in the design. A few 


are “hold-to-lights” and some of the

Old Hickory 


Post Cards of our presidents is a 
favorite subject for many of us. Of 
all the presidents, Abraham Lincoln, 
is represented by more cards than 
any other, with George Washington 
running a close second and Theodore 
Roosevelt and William Howard Taft 
tied for third. 

Cards of Andrew Jackson, our 
seventh president, are not numerous 
but he has a better representation 
than some of the others. 

Most of the cards I have seen of 
“Old Hickory” have been put out by 
the Hermitage Association at Hermi- 
tage, Tenn., near Nashville.

One interesting set, published by 
the Albertype Co., has a military 
portrait of Jackson, a painting of 
Rachel, his beloved wife, and several 
views of the grounds and rooms of 
his home, “The Hermitage.” One 
card shows the gate and entrance 
and other cards show the entrance 
to the garden, the Hermitage church, 
old well at the rear of the mansion, 
Jackson’s coach, dining room, Jack- 
son’s bedroom, kitchen, hall and 
stairway, double parlors, office and 
tomb. These cards by Albertype are 
handcolored. 

Although the Albertype Company 


has not been in business for several 
years I think that some of these 
cards are still on sale at the Hermit- 
age. 

Several cards are available of Gen- 
eral Jackson, his wife and home, and 
there is one card of Uncle Alfred, 
the faithful servant who is buried 
near the tomb in the Hermitage Gar- 
den. 


You won’t be able to build a large 
collection of cards pertaining to this 
early American hero but he still de- 
serves an important place in your 
historical section.

Boston; American Antiquarian So- 
ciety, Worcester, Mass., and the New 
York, N.Y., Historical Society.) For 
at least one year previous to the ap- 
pearance of this paper in print, John 
Campbell, Postmaster, was in the 
habit of writing the news letters by 
hand, upon the arrival of news from 
Europe, and addressing the same to 
Governor Fitz John Winthrop of 
Connecticut, also supplying a few 
particular friends with copies. News 
Items— 

“Boston, April 18 — Arrived Capt. 
Sill from Jamaica about four weeks 
passage, says they continue there 
very sickly. 

“Mr. Nathaniel Oliver, a principal 
Merchant of this place dyed April 
15, and was decently inter’d April 
18, Aetates 53.” 

An interesting part of this paper 
is the contents of the reverse side, 
which contains “Antique Curiosities” 
consisting of pictures of the first 
steam railroad passenger train in 
America; first excursion run made 
in 1831 from Albany to Schenectady, 
N.Y. 16 miles—The Mohawk and 
Hudson R.R. Co.—The weight of the 
engine was four tons, imported from 
England and was named the John 
Bull. The engineer was John Hamp- 
son, an Englishman. There were 
fifteen passengers on the train of 
two coaches; both locomotive engines 
and horses were used on the road, 
and the trains proceeded at a very 
slow rate. “Stationary engines were 
at the top of the hills, and the train 
was hauled up hill and let down hill 
by a strong rope. Hand levers were 
used by the brakemen to stop the 
train; tickets were sold at stores 
or by the conductor.” 


There is also a picture of the 
first steamboat in the world, inven- 
ted and built in Philadelphia by John 
Fitch of Windsor, Conn. “After 
many disappointments and misfor- 
tunes in applying steam to the pro- 
pulsion of vessels, Mr. Fitch finally 
triumphed over repeated failures. An 
engraving and description of the boat 
was prepared and published in the 
‘Columbian Magazine’ for December 
1786.” 

A picture showing the first suc- 
cessful steam locomotive in the 
world, invented by George Stephen- 
son. He was called the craziest man 
in England on account of his trying 
to build a steam locomotive. A rail- 
road for horse draught had been com- 
pleted from Stockton to Darlington 
on September 27, 1825 and he was 
allowed to try his locomotive on said 
road. Six wagons loaded with coal 
were attached to the locomotive; the 
engine started off with this immense 
train of vehicles. A man who rode 
on horseback before the locomotive 
to herald the coming of the train, 
was compelled to clear the track, 
and on the arrival at Stockton, Mr. 
Stephenson was no longer the crazi- 
est but one of the smartest men in 
all England and all the world. 

With pictures of the old Liberty 
bell; the building where Thomas Jef- 
ferson wrote the Declaration of In- 
dependence; Independence Hall in 
1776, and New York City in 1650 — 
completes this very interesting pa- 
per. 

I have several more unusual and 
interesting old papers that I would 
like to write about sometime, and 
this is only a sampling of old history 
found in a barn.

The third coin I 
can hardly decipher, but it seems to 
be a small silver coin of one of the 
German States probably, 18th cen- 
tury. Your Numbers 4 and 5 are 
in such poor condition it is hard to 
identify them. I think No. 4 is from 
Asia Minor, around the time of An- 
cient Greece, and No. 5 seems to 
resemble the bronze coins during the 
Byzantine era, from Asia Minor.

The coin is an English sovereign 
of Victoria, dated 1855. It is gold, 
and if in very fine condition retails 


for $12.00.

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At the age of 22, William Pepper- 
rell emigrated to America where he 
became interested in the fishing and 
shipping business. Frequently he 
sailed from the Isles of Shoals where 
he lived, to Kittery Point, Me., where 
he had business dealings with John 
Bray, a wealthy shipbuilder and a 
leading man of the town. Although at 
this period his prospects were not 
too bright, William fell in love with 
John Bray’s daughter, Margery who 
was the belle of the settlement. After 
he had succeeded in establishing him- 
self by his ability, energy and good 
fortune, the two were married and 
resided in Kittery Point, Me., where 
they had issue two sons - Andrew 
and William - and six daughters. 
Upon the death of his brother, Wil- 
liam, Jr. became the sole partner of 
his father and the business grew into 
one of the largest and wealthiest 
firms in New England. Pepperrell 
ships sailed to all prominent parts 
of the world. 

William Pepperrell, Jr. was born 
in Kittery, Me., June 27, 1696. In 
partnership with his father, the busi- 
ness prospered and the profits were 
used to purchase real estate which 
was bought at a low price and rapid- 
ly increased in value. As the firm 
amassed a princely fortune, young 
William Pepperrell was brought into 
contact and intimate relationship with 
the public men of Boston. As soon 
as he attained his majority, he was 
commissioned justice of the peace, 
and thereafter deyoted much of his 
attention to the service of the public. 
In 1726 he was elected representative 
of Kittery, and the following year 
was appointed a member of the board 
of councilors, He was re-appointed to 
this post for 32 years—until his death 
in 1759. Also, he was colonel in the 
militia of New England and was 
placed in command of all the militia 
of Maine. In 1744 he was elected 
commander-in-chief of the body of 
New England volunteers which was 
to undertake the siege and reduction 
of Louisburg, a strong French fort. 
After a siege of 49 days during which 
severe hardships were encountered, 
the fortress was compelled to sur- 
render. This triumph filled the col- 
onies with joy and Europe with sur- 
prise, as “the colonists took Louis- 
burg from the French single handed 
without any European assistance!” 

For this service he was created a 
baronet November 15, 1746 as “Sir 
William Pepperrell, of the province 
of Massachusetts, in North America,” 
and had a grant of arms conferred 
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“Ak the Sign of the Crest?”

upon him at the same time to per- 
petuate the memory of the event. He 
was the only native of New England 
to be created a baronet during our 
connection with the mother country. 

Sir William Pepverrell married 
Mary, daughter of Grove Hirst, with 
whom he became acquainted while re- 
siding in Boston as a member of the 
General Court. They had two chil- 
dren: Andrew who died at the age 
of 25 during his father’s lifetime, 
and Elizabeth who married Nathaniel 
Sparhawk of Boston. Soon after the 
conclusion of peace, Sir William re- 
tired from business, having accumu- 
lated the largest fortune in the col- 
onies. He lived in magnificent style 
among costly decorations, mirrors, 
paintings and a retinue of servants. 
He died at his home in Kittery, Me., 
July 6, 1759 at the age of 68. As he 
left an only daughter as heir, the 
baronetcy expired. Lady Pepperrell 
lived a widow for 30 years and died 
November 25, 1789. 

Sir William Pepperrell remembered 
all his grandchildren in his will, but 
left the bulk of his estate to his 
grandson Wiilliam Sparhawk, son of 
his daughter Elizabeth, on condition 
that he change his name from Spar- 
hawk to Pepperrell. This William 
married Elizabeth, daughter of Isaac 
Royal of Medford, Mass. They had 
issue one son and three daughters. 
In 1774, 15 years after the death of 
his grandfather, he was also created 
a baronet. 

Patriotism at this time implied 
loyalty to the King of England, but 
the same words and deeds took on a 
different meaning after the Declara- 
tion of Independence. Sir William 
Pepperrell, a pronounced royalist, was 
denounced by his neighbors for his 
now traitorous views and he sailed 
for England in 1775. In 1778 he was 
proscribed and banished and the year 
following all his vast landed estate 
in Maine was confiscated and he was 
stripped of his immense fortune. How- 
ever, he was treated with deference 


.and respect by fellow exiles in Eng- 


land, and he was granted a yearly 
pension by the British government. 
Sir William Pepperrell died in 1816 
in London at the age of 70 years, 
and, as his only son William Royal 
Pepperrell died in 1798, the second 
baronetcy expired. 

In a little more than 50 years the 
largest fortune then known in New 
England, increased by a legacy left 
to the first William Pepperrell bv 
his father-in-law John Bray, was 
gradually accumulated, Although ev- 


ery effort was made to give it sta- 
bility and perpetuity, in a brief 
moment the fortune was demolished 
by the Confiscation Act of 1778. The 
Pepperrells were highly regarded in 
England for their loyalty to the King, 
and they paid the price. Also, they 
served this country well, and it is 
claimed that under the leadership of 
the first Sir William Pepperrell the 
regiments from the different colonies 
learned to cooperate against regular 
troops, and it was the veterans of 
Louisburg who were the backbone 
of the New England forces at the 
beginning of the American Revolu- 
tion. Upon this foundation Washing- 
ton and his generals were able to 
build an army and lead it on to 
victory. 

The Pepperrell nameis found spell- 
ed variously - not only by historians, 
but also by correspondents who had 
occasion to address them, and also 
by themselves! 


INTERPRETATION 

Arms: Argent a chevron gules be- 
tween three pineapples vert, on a 
canton of the second a fleur-de-lis of 
the first. Crest - Out of a mural 
crown with three laurel leaves proper 
in the embrasures, an armed arm 
embowed holding a banner argent. 
The motto, “Virtute parta tuemini,” 
is translated: “You defend what is 
obtained by valour.” 

This blazon is given in volume one 
of the “Heraldic Journal,” the “Mag- 
azine of American History” (1878) 
and other sources. John Burke’s “Ex- 
tinct and Dormant Baronetcies of 
England” substitutes pinecones for 
pineapples in the blazon. The New

England Register’s “Roll of Arms” 
lists the blazon without the canton 
and fleur-de-lis, and reads: Argent 
a chevron gules between three pine- 
apples vert.” Burke’s “General Ar- 
mory” (1884) lists the Pepperrell 
Arms: 

“Argent a chevron between three 
pine cones vert, on a canton azure a 
fleur-de-lis or.” There does not seem 
to be too much difference between 
the illustrations of the pinecone and 
the pineapple, and without the blazon 
it is impossible or difficult to tell 
which symbol is meant, 

Translated into non-Heraldic 
terms: A silver (argent) shield 
charged with a red (gules) chevron 
between three green (vert) pine- 
apples, In the upper right hand corner 
(as one holds the shield in front of 
him) is a square (canton) of red 
(“of the second” color named), charg- 
ed with a fleur-de-lis of silver (“of 
the first” color named). 

The chevron is one of nine so- 
called Honourable Ordinaries, straight 
sided figures one-third the width of 
the shield, Likened unto the roof of 
a house, the chevron is symbolical of 
protection and was granted to one 
who had achieved some notable en- 
terprise or had accomplished some 
work of faithful service. 

The canton, or square, in the upper 
right hand corner, is one-third of 
the chief, which extends entirely 
across the upper part of the shield, 
and it has the same significance - 
that of honor, dominion, rank and 
dignity. It is the honor section of the 
shield and symbols charged thereon 
are of higher honor than those in 
the base. The canton represents the 
epaulet on the shoulder of the 
knight’s uniform. 

All fruits, including the pineapple, 
symbolize liberality, felicity and 
peace. The pinecone is said to have 
been an emblem of life and betokens 
a man of great vigor and ambition. 

The heraldic lily, or fleur-de-lis, is 
the national emblem of France and 
indicates a connection with that 
country. 

The mural crown originated with 
the Romans, and was granted to him 
who “first mounted the breach in 
the walls of a_ beseiged town or 
fortress.” 

Laurel leaves are emblems of tri- 
umph. 

The arm in armour denotes readi- 
ness for service, and also industry 
and fidelity. 

Flags and banners are usually 
adopted in reference to some special 
action in which they have, been cap- 
tured, or as a signal reward for 
gallant service. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer and are granted only upon 
merit. Silver signifies sincerity and 
peace; red, military fortitude and 
magnanimity; green, hope, joy and 
loyalty. 

Generally speaking, the reason be- 
hind the granting of any particular 
Armorial Bearing is lost in antiquity, 
but such is not the case here. We 
know that in 1746 William Pepper- 


rell of Maine and Massachusetts was 
knighted (hence the canton) by the 
King of England as a reward for 
his successful capture of the French 
fort at Louisburg, and along with 
the title of baronet, he was granted 
the above coat-of-arms, Being aware 
of the exploits of William Pepperrell, 
we can trace the aptness of his Ar- 
morial Bearing. The chevron, fleur- 
de-lis, mural crown, laurel leaves, 
the armed arm and banner all relate 
to his military success. The pineapple 
or pinecone symbol relates to the man 
himself - a man of great vigor and 
ambition who lived a full and rich 
life in every sense of the word.

On the California coast, South of 
San Francisco towards Los Angeles, 
and almost midway between the two 
cities a new dinosaur graveyard has 
been discovered. To place this area, 
find San Luis Obispo in the center 
of the county of the same name 
and then fix a line due south to the 
ocean at the community of Shell 
Beach; this is the area of the new 
dinosaur find. 

The geological map of the State 
of California shows the immediate 
formation as probably Jurassic, al- 
though heretofore no mammal fos- 
sils have been noted in the imme- 
diate area. 

The matrix in which the dinosaur 
bones are found is highly silicified 
sediments, of a gray to black color 
and intensely fine grained. 

Writers of books on geography 
will find every possible illustration 
and can photograph every known 
type of folding. 

Dinosaur bones are found both in 
float pieces and in place. The fold- 
ed series involved have a _ general 
east and west strike and the angle 
of dip is about 45 degrees to the 
north. Many of the dinosaur bones

uncovered are light yellow to clear 
in color. 

One bone assembly seems to be a 
skull and measures 24 inches wide 
and 30 inches in length. Many of the 
bones found are undoubtedly leg ma- 
terial and some measure twelve 
inches in diameter. 

Other specimens show complicated 
articulation leading to the belief that 
some may be of the flying reptiles. 

We have so far gathered several 
thousand pounds of material at the 
area in \Shell Beach and if time per- 
mits we shall continue with excava- 
tion of the bones found in place. 
One important problem involved in 
the latter is that the material is on 
or adjacent to the public beach and 
both local and visiting rockhounds 
are apt to be hammer happy and 
break out slivers of bones before 
the piece can be completely uncov- 
ered, during the operation of ex- 
cavation. Thin sections made of the 
bones show a wide variety of cell 
sizes. Some are so small as to re- 
quire a glass whereas others may be 
nearly a half an inch in length. 

The silica filling is clear or yel- 
low-orange to almost black.

pauldron, or shoulder piece, part of 
a pageant armor of pseudo-Roman 
style made for Guidobaldo of Ro- 
vere-Montefeltre, Duke of Urbino 
(1514-1574). 

Swords and daggers of extra- 
ordinarily fine quality show the tech- 
niques of chiseling motives out of 
solid steel, damascening, inlay and 
pierced work, as well as costly blades 
made of what is now known as 
“carbon tool steel.” 

Court and dress swords from the 
18th century, of less functional im- 
portance, are constructed of such 
rich and fragile materials as silver 
and gold, tortoise shell, thin plaques 
of ivory, porcelain, mother-of-pearl, 
and lace-like filigree set with paste 
or diamonds. 

Sporting firearms and crossbows 
of unusual structural features and 
brilliant workmanship include early 
pieces from Augsburg, Nuremberg 
and Munich, great firearm centers 
in the 16th and 17th centuries. Also 
there are French, Swiss and Dutch 
wheellock firearms. Among these are 
a double-barreled wheellock pistol of 
Emperor Charles V, made in Munich 
about 1540, and a wheellock hunt- 
ing gun of Philip, Duke of Croy- 
Renty, the stock of which is entire- 
ly overlaid with plates of ivory 
carved in relief. 

Early gunstocks, heavy in form in 
order to balance the weight of the 
barrel, provided ample surface for 
decoration. The stocks, of walnut, 
rosewood, ebony and other woods, 
are skilfully carved and overlaid 
with ivory plaques that are en-

What better way is there to study 
the walking habits of the rest of the 
world. Your reporter was fortunate 
in the selection of a time to visit 
Betty DeLage, Chicago shoe collector. 
The day I called on her, she had just 
added the one thousandth item to 
her magnificent collection. We cele- 
brated by drinking a bubble of cham- 
pagne out of one of her miniature 
slippers. Miss DeLage occupies a 
small apartment on the west side, 
that is dominated by two large curio 
cabinets which contain the bulk of 
her collection. Even with added 
shelves these twp cases are jammed 
to capacity, and to see the collection 
in its entirety would mean an ex- 
tended visit for days. So there no 
doubt will be many points that will 
be overlooked in this article. 

While many collectors of shoes con- 
fine themselves to one certain medium 
such as china, Miss DeLage has 
gathered footwear of every conceiv- 
able material and from countries 
widely spread around the world. In 
fact a count by the young lady shows 
that 42 countries have at least one 
foot inside her door. To visit all the. 
places represented would take a good 
part of a lifetime, and a small for- 
tune besides. 

Shoes seem to have inspired arti- 
sans in almost any material to fash- 
ion footwear in that particular me- 
dium. Among those included in this 
collection are wood, glass, porcelain, 
leather, ceramics, cloth, ivory, silver, 
gold, mother of pearl, cut glass, straw, 
leather on wood, birch bark, spun 
glass, crochet, plush, bronze, brass, 
paper, rubber, gutta percha, lacquer, 
plastic, briar, meerschaum, jade and 


so on. There is a Canadian shoe made 
of salt and one from Pennsylvania 
made of coal, There are shoes of soap, 
sugar and candy, There is one shoe 
made of money which was shredded 
at the mint and pressed into the 
shape of a foot envelope. Many of 
her shoes have utility as well as col- 
lectability. There are shoes that dou- 
ble as knives using the shoe as a 
handle. Plastic banks and harmonicas, 
shot glasses, Christmas tree orna- 
ments, ear rings, porcelain planters, 
glass thimble holders, ash trays, swiz- 
zle sticks, salt and peppers, buttons, 
pencils, and, of course, there are 
shoes that double as shoes to be worn 
on the feet. 

One pair of shoes which could have 
told a story if its tongues could have 
spoken was a little pair of child’s 
footgear which showed evidence of 
a healthy occupant. Made of red 
leather they had a row of buttons 
down each side of each shoe so that 
they could be opened on either side 
or worn on either foot. I imagine 
some little girl of a past generation 
took great pride in them the first 
time she wore them to Sunday School. 
One of the favorite items in this 
collector’s display is a pair of silk 
slippers actually worn by one of 
China’s aristocratic ladies, who, to 
make sure that they would not walk 
out on the old man, had their feet 
bound in such manner that they were 
practically cripples. These shoes are 
not much larger than those worn by 
a good sized doll. 

Perhaps the largest item in this 
collection is a pair of Sahara snow 
shoes. Of course, this is a misnomer 
as there is no snow on the Sahara 


but they act on the same principle 
in getting over large stretches of 
sand. They are nothing more than 
large sections of camel hide quite 
primitively cured and strapped to the 
foot with thongs of the same ma- 
terial, They have a flat surface of 
perhaps a square foot which keeps

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the feet from sinking into the sand 
up to the “hub caps.” These were 
actually used on the Sahara and 
presented to Miss DeLage by an 
intrepid traveler, In contrast to the 
above, the present smallest member 
of this foot family is a tiny pair of 
silver boots that is about one-eighth 
of an inch long. Who knows what 
will be the smallest in time to come? 

There are many lovely little minic- 
ture shoes from Mexico, ladies and 
men’s in leather. Boots, sandles, 
huaraches, sport shoes, oxfords, loaf- 
ers and others. These all average 
about one inch. There are wooden 
shoes from the low lands of Europe 
and sabots in ivory, porcelain and 
silver. Some of the Mexican shoes 
have rope soles and there is a pair 
of Danish dancing slippers fashioned 
of wood. No collection of this sort 
would be complete without the old 
lady who lived in a shoe. So of 
course she is there with as many of 
her children as the limited space will 
accommodate. Ana, of course, the 
animal kingdom cannot be slighted, 
so there are mice, pigs, cats and 
ducks doing their stuff. 

All of these various items are com- 


pletely cataloged showing where an 
item was secured, when and from 
whom it was received, Each has its 
own number and all desired informa- 
tion can be had at a moment’s notice. 
Miss DeLage started her collection in 
1940 with the modest nucleus of 28 
pieces, She has been able to expand 
it to its current respectable propor- 
tions by concentration. She has never 
strayed to other pastures which might 
at the moment seem greener. The 
field is large enough so that it can 
never be completely covered so that 
she has a challenge for years to 
come, There are many, many coun- 
tries that need to be represented and 
as fast as our missionaries put shoes 
on the heathen there will be new 
items to add to her collection. 

Then, too, there are the accessories 
such as roller and ice skates and 
snow shoes of the frozen north kind, 
rubber boots and galoshes, Even Na- 
ture can be depended on to help the 
ardent collector. Here are one of her 
oddities called Slipper Shells. They 
are similar to clam shells but have 
a pocket into which a miniature foot 
could be thrust similar to the bed- 
room mule. 
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Perhaps the most expensive and 
oldest item in this collection is a 
lamp estimated to be 2000 years old. 
It is bronze cast in the shape of a 
foot and highly engraved. Qil was 
used in this lamp by one of our an- 
cestors to light the way when he was 
putting the dinosaur out for the night. 
Miss DeLage was foolish enough to 
betray to her family what-she paid 
for this lamp and was advised that 
she had holes in her head. Which 
after all is O.K. because without the 
holes in our heads represented by 
our ears and eyes we would never be 
able to acquire knowledge and with- 
out that big hole, the sometimes over- 
worked oral cavity, we would never 
be able to communicate that acquired 
knowledge. 

It was with difficulty that I tore 
myself away from this interesting 
display. I felt as though I had had 
my “boot” training. For which I 
must thank the lady whose flower 
is the lady slipper, whose favorite 
insect is the shoe fly and whose fam- 
ily tree must be the shoe tree, If 
you ask me, “Did I enjoy my assign- 
ment”? my answer must be “Shu- 


Nuf.” 


CIRCUSIANA 


Questions and Answers 


Q: Is the Hunt Bros. Circus a mo- 
torized show? 


A: Yes, This circus js believed to 
be the first in the United States to 
motorize. It was started in 1892 by 
Mr. Hunt, who started out in that 
year with a bride, six performers, 
and two borrowed wagons. Before it 
motorized in 1915, it took 106 horses 
to move employees, equipment, and 
the forty-four wagons needed to car- 
ry them. 


Q: Did most of the old time wag- 
on shows carry elephants? 

A: Many of the larger shows did 
such as the Walter L. Main Show 
back in 1888. Many of the smaller 
ones did not, however, for obvious 
reasons. 


Q: How many circuses were on 
the road at the turn of’the century? 

A: Some 78 shows had winter 
quarters addresses in 1901, so it is 
fairly safe to assume that this many 
shows were out and around at the 
turn of the century. 


Q: When was the Norris & Rowe 
Circus on the road? 

A: This circus began operation in 
1902. It headquartered either at Oak- 
land or Venice, Calif. For a num- 
ber of years it played up and down 
the Pacific Coast.

Q: When did Annie Oakley live? 

A: Annie’s correct name was Mrs. 
Frank Butler. She lived to be 60 
years of age. She died in Greenville, 
Ohio, on November 8, 1926. 


Q: Was Lillian Leitzel in her 
twenties or thirties when she fell to 
her death? 

A: Miss Leitzel fell to her death 
at the age of 37.

A: Such trunks carry not only a 
performer’s wardrobe but his make- 
up and small hand properties as well 
as all the personal effects he carries 
with him during the tenting season. 


Q: What would you say would be 
the average time needed to build a 
model circus? 

A: This would depend on the size, 
of course. Some models represent as 
much as 6,000 hours of work, and 
will contain some 150,000 pieces. 


Q: What is known as the nation’s 
number one circus city? 


A: Sarasota, Fla. 


Q: What would be a valuable cir- 
cus item for a collector? 

A: I would think that the circus 
route book is one of the more valu- 
able collecting items. It was intended 
to reach only hands of circus per- 
sonnel, although a few copies were 
offered to the profession through 
trade paper announcements. But the 
general public usually had _ little 
knowledge about their existence. 


Q: What was the first touring cir- 
cus in the U.S.? 

A: The first touring circus was 
probably that headed by Thomas 
Franklin, English equestrian, and 
John Porter which traveled through 
New England in 1808, Porter, inci- 
dentally, was a clown. 


Q: Can any one show be consid- 
ered the forerunner of the modern 
circus? 

A: The forerunner of the modern 
touring circus was Nathan Howes 
and Aaron Turner’s show which went 
out in 1826, the first under a tent. 

Q: When was the first circus tele- 
cast? 

A: The debut performance of the 
Ringling show in Madison Square 
Garden, New York, April, 1948, was 
telecast in its entirety.

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MIGRATION OF 
BIRDS . 


For a million years the isthmus of 
Panama has been a roadway of bird 
migrations between two continents. 
A complete picture of the bird life 
of the country is essential for un- 
derstanding of the present avian 
distribution of the Americas. This is 
the objective of Dr. Alexander Wet- 
more, retired Secretary of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, who for the past 
decade has been making an intensive 
study of isthmian bird life. 

Recently Dr. and Mrs. Wetmore 
have concentrated on one of the 
wilder areas of this part of the 
Americas—the essentially trackless 
deep jungle of Darien which contin- 
ues with hardly a break into. north- 
ern Colombia. From a camp set up 
at the mouth of the Paya River 
where it empties into the Tuira, the 
Smithsonian ornithologist has made 
a large collection of local birds, some 
of which are at present little known 
in the world’s museums. He also is 
studying migration paths and the 
ways of life of birds that congregate 
here. 

Since the isthmus of Panama was 
formed at the close of the Pliocene 
geological era more than a million 
years ago, Dr. Wetmore says, there 
has been an exchange of birds be- 
tween the two continents.

to enrich the fauna of North Ameri- 
ca than have been added to the 
population of South America from 
the north. 

Dr. Wetmore set up his camp in a 
strategic spot. The Paya River, which 
runs nearly to the Colombian border, 
is a favored pathway for migrating 
birds of various sorts. Among the 
species collected by Dr. Wetmore 
last winter, for example, are 
bay-breasted warblers which make 
their summer home in the forests 
of Canada and our northern States 
and spend their winters in Panama 
and Colombia. Another is the dick- 
cissel, a well-known bird of Missis- 
sippi Valley cornfields, now seldom 
seen east of the Alleghenies. He has 
found specimens of the prothono- 
tary warbler, a rare bird as far 
north as Washington. Among the 
birds of the eastern United States 
which come as migrants to these 
jungles are the great-crested fly- 
catcher and the Acadian flycatcher. 

Among larger migrants there is 
an abundance of turkey vultures, 
some of which spend their summers 
in the north and travel in winter 
as far south as the northern Andes. 
In the Gulf of Panama are flocks 
of laughing gulls which breed as far 
north as Massachusetts. Dozens of 
sandpipers are seen along gravelly 
beaches of the jungle rivers. Scat- 
tered along the lower Tuira River 
are the great blue herons of north- 
ern lakes. Some of these bird mi- 
grants have’ established peculiar 
pathways. The broad-winged hawks 
of the eastern United ‘States, for 
example, take long detours to avoid 
crossing water. 


CURIOUS BAT 


A curious flying mammal, a bat 
with the scientific name of Euderma 
maculatum, occurs in the _ south- 
western United States and northern 
Mexico. Its coloration is quite dis- 
tinctive—black with large, circular 
white spots over the body. 

But despite the fact that it in- 
habits areas that have been combed 
most thoroughly by collectors, the 
animal has been seen only a few 
times, apparently by chance and 
chiefly by small boys, and it very 
rarely has been collected or ob- 
served alive by any naturalist. It 
might be described as one of the 
world’s most secretive warm-blooded 
creatures. It is described by Dr. 
Charles O. Handley, Jr., associate 
curator of mammals of the U.S. Na- 
tional Museum, in a bulletin recent- 
ly issued by the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. The normal habitat of the 
species, Di. Handley says, remains 
unknown. Most of the specimens re- 
corded to date have been found near 
houses, owing apparently to quite 
abnormal conditions. 

Probably, the report says, this bat 
is a quite specialized animal. “A 
narrow tolerance in habitat selec- 
tion,” Dr. Handley points out, “could 
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explain the lack of natural collec- 
tions. Suppose the bat’s habitat was 
very restricted and such that it might 
change frequently to the bat’s ad- 
vantage. Suppose that it requires 
absolute privacy from other bats and 
moist places for roosting in its 
normally arid surroundings. This 
might restrict it largely to moist 
crevices, which because of their lim- 
ited extent might occasionally dry 
up and force the bat out, to alight, 
thirsty and dying from desiccation, 
on porches, sides of houses, and in 
driveways.” 

Those found alive to date, he re- 
cords, have appeared extremely 
hungry and thirsty. The food habits 
under natural conditions, however, 
are not known. Apparently it is a 
creature of the night, rather than 
of the twilight, and primarily is an 
insect eater. 

Its appearance is quite fantastic, 
according to the few who have seen 
it. Nevada’s ranchers have likened 
its ears to those of a jackass and 
the coloring of its head gives it 
some resemblance to a death’s-head. 
Crawling on the ground it has been 
mistaken for a large tarantula 
spider, and people who have seen 
it with its ears folded back have 
described it as “some sort of horned 
beast.” However, the few that have 
been kept briefly in captivity proved 
to be mild-mannered and friendly.
